ISTENING TO President 

Clinton’s speech last 

Thursday on gays in the 

military was uncharacter- 
istically emotional for me. Not 
because his speech was particularly 
compelling, and certainly not 
because of the compromise he 
struck with Sam Nunn & Co. over 
the delay in lifting the military’s 
ban on homosexuals. 

It was because for the first time 
in history, the president of the 
United States said on national tele- 
vision that gays and lesbians were 
positive, contributing members of 
society who are worthy of equal 
protections under the law. 

To be honest, I was a little sur- 
ptised at my response. I’ve been 
comfortable with my sexuality for 
years and have never thought of 
myself as needing outside reassur- 
ance that there was nothing 
“wrong” with me. 

I am one of the few lesbians 
(one of the few women, for that 
matter) that I know who have never 
felt hindered personally or profes- 
sionally by either minority status. 
But that certainly doesn’t make me 
immune to the effects of homopho- 
bia that surround us all. 

I don’t want to join the military, 
but I get angry when I hear talk of 
our “immorality” and unfitness to 
serve based solely on our sexual 
orientation. 

I’ve never been gay-bashed, but 
I cry when I read stories like the 
one earlier this week of three 
Marines savagely beating a gay 
man because of Clinton’s stand on 
gays. 

I know that the next six months 
are going to get a little rough. I 
know that people like Pat Buchan- 
an (who never served in the mili- 
tary and knows absolutely nothing 
about gay lifestyles) are going to do 
everything possible to paint us as 
vile creatures, unfit for “decent 
society.” 

I know that the debate on 
Capitol Hill over gays in the mili- 
tary is going to get ugly, possibly 
spurring more backlash like the 
Marine raid on the gay bar. And I 
know it is going to upset members 
of my family who are already wor- 
tied about my security. 

But I can’t help believing that 
when it is all over we’re going to 
come out ahead. The military ban 
will be lifted, and the debate will 
have opened even more doors, 
allowing more gays and lesbians to 
finally come out of the closet.

KLARE CLARIFICATION 


Thanks for the interview with 
Michael Klare on the latest bombing 
of Iraq [“Last Licks,” 1/20/93].

Meanwhile, we’ve finally found 
out why all those starving people in 
Somalia are suddenly so important: 
the L.A. Times has reported that four 
U.S. oil companies have already 
carved up territory into exploration 
zones — they just want a stable gov- 
ernment so they can drill.

Achtenberg’s 
legacy: Open 
goverment 


HE PUBLIC will gain new 

access to the darkest 

recesses of San Francisco 

city government if the 
Board of Supervisors approves new 
“sunshine” legislation sponsored 
by Supervisor Roberta Achtenberg 
and drafted by Terry Francke, 
executive director of the California 
First Amendment Coalition, at the 
request of the Northen California 
Chapter of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists. 

Achtenberg introduced the pro- 
posed “San Francisco sunshine 
law” at the Feb. 1 board meeting as 
part of an overall “good govern- 
ment act” also containing five other 
proposals to improve access to city 
government. 

“This ‘good government act’ 
will throw open the doors of the 
city of San Francisco,” Achtenberg 
said. 

The Sunshine Law can be enact- 
ed by majority vote of the board. 
Four other supervisors expressed 
their immediate support for it: 
Kevin Shelley, Sue Bierman, Ter- 
ence Hallinan, and Angela Alioto. 
T.J. Anthony, an aide to Supervisor 
Barbara Kaufman, said Kaufman 
also supported the Sunshine Law 
portion of Achtenberg’s package of 
legislation. 

The Sunshine Law would fill 
gaps left by the state’s Open Meet- 
ings and Public Records acts, and 
would make San Francisco a model 
for the state, said Francke, the ordi- 
nance’s author. 

“The adoption of this ordinance 
would make San Francisco govern- 
ment the most progressive in Cali- 
fornia in opening its doors and its 
files and its public information ser- 
vices to citizens on the easiest and 
most convenient terms possible,” 
Francke said. 

He added: “This ordinance is 
not aimed at any unique shortcom- 
ings in San Francisco. The real 
point is that statewide there seem to 
be very few cities, counties, or 
school districts that go beyond the 
bare minimum required by state 
law.” 

The Sunshine Law is initiated as 
part of Project Sunshine, a national, 
state-by-state campaign to reform 
public-access laws, sponsored by 
the Society of Professional Journal- 


ists (SPJ), the nation’s largest orga- — 


nization of journalists. Achtenberg 
said she had introduced the pack- 
age at the request of the Northern 
California Chapter of SPJ, through 
Bruce B. Brugmann, chair of the 
group’s Freedom of Information 
Committee. 

The campaign follows an 
attempt last year to revise the Open 
Meetings Act with a bill introduced 
by State Sen. Quentin Kopp (I-SF), 
but vetoed by Republican Gov. 
Pete Wilson. 

“The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors was just about the only 
agency that wholeheartedly 
endorsed the state reforms,” 
Francke noted. 

Achtenberg told the Bay 
Guardian she agreed to sponsor the

legislation after receiving “numer- 
ous complaints” from:constituents 
about inadequate notice of public 
meetings and actions taken by San 
Francisco officials. 

The Sunshine Law would 
require clearer descriptions of 
items on agendas for city meetings. 
These items are often disguised 
now through an obfuscating 
bureaucratic shorthand. 

The new law also calls for more 
complete disclosure of actions 
taken in closed session. The titles 
of law cases under review would 
have to be given, for instance. 

The public would also gain 
access to key documents, including 
internal letters and memoranda, 
and evidence of verbal exchanges 
among officials. 

The public can currently be shut 
out of meetings of advisory bodies 
(like fiscal advisory committees) 
created by such officials as mayors 
and superintendents. The Sunshine 
Law would stipulate public access 
to meetings of these bodies. 

The five other proposals in 
Achtenberg’s “good government 
act” include three charter amend- 
ments that would allow the board to 
hold meetings outside City Hall, 
require anyone appointed to fill a 
vacancy on the Board of Supervi- 
sors to run for office in the next 
election, and allow the supervisors 
to select any member of the board 
to replace a departed mayor, with 
an election for a new mayor held 
within 120 days. 

Two other ordinances, besides 
the Sunshine Law, could be 
approved by a vote of the supervi- 
sors. They are: A law that would 
Tequire all candidates for city office 
to file campaign finance disclosure 
statements on computer diskette, 
and a proposal calling for a 30-day 
public review period before any 
law is enacted. 

Achtenberg said she expects 
“overwhelming” public support for 
her good-government package. 

A hearing for the Sunshine Law 
will be scheduled before the Board 
of Supervisors Rules Committee 
sometime within the next month. 

When Achtenberg departs for 
Washington, the good-government 
legislation will be taken over by

another supervisor, said Achten- 
berg aide Joe van Es-Ballesteros. 

“Obviously, someone will have 
to take over the legislation,” van 
Es-Ballesteros said. “We haven’t 
approached anyone yet. If and 
when it becomes relevant, we will 
approach someone. We haven’t put 
in all this effort to see the legisla- 
tion go by the wayside.” 

Francke emphasized that he 
would like public input into how to 
make the Sunshine Law even better 
than it is now.

Reformers and 
merchants fight 
hotel-jail plan 


PROPOSAL to relieve jail 

overcrowding by con- 

verting a South of Mar- 

ket hotel into a mini- 
mum-security jail has 6th Street 
merchants and jail reformers up in 
arms. 

Merchants say converting the 
Pontiac Hotel at 509 Minna into a 
“detention facility” for pretrial 
inmates charged with nonviolent 
crimes would give the neighbor- 
hood a “negative image.” And jail 
reformers are against it because the 
plan still treats persons awaiting 
trial like convicted criminals. 

The new jail would employ 
stronger security measures for pre- 
trial prisoners than are used at some 
state and federal penitentiaries for 
convicted criminals, said Vincent 
Schiraldi, executive director of the 
Center on Juvenile and Criminal 
Justice. 

“This will be as much or more 
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like a prison than a jail,” Schiraldi 
said. 

The proposal to rent hotel rooms 
for new jail space comes from 
Linda Connelly and Associates, a 
firm that already operates a rehabil- 
itation program for the Sheriff's 
Department. Connelly told the Bay 
Guardian the hotel would house 50 
inmates at a cost of $57 each per 
day to the city. Funding would 
come from the $2.7 million in fines 
that the city was assessed for jail 
overcrowding. 

Inmates would be allowed out of 
the hotel only for court appearances 
or medical appointments, Connelly 
said. “There will be alarms on 
doors and staff on guard 24 hours a 
day,” she said. “It’s no big jail. 
There will be no guns.” 

Most of the inmates incarcerated 
at the hotel would be there because 
of such crimes as drug possession, 
drunken driving, or burglary, she 
said. Inmates would also be 
required to enroll in rehabilitation 
programs to recover from drug or 
alcohol addiction. 

Connelly said the jail would 
bring benefits to the neighborhood. 
Area residents with addiction prob- 
lems would be invited to the facili- 
ty to attend Alcoholics Anonymous 
and Narcotics Anonymous meet- 
ings. Both inmates and neighbor- 
hood residents could partake in lit- 
eracy and job preparation programs 
and would also be offered training 
as fry cooks and cash-register oper- 
ators through an in-house food ser- 
vice program. Also, community 
groups would be offered rent-free 
office space; Connelly said that the 
hotel is constructed in such a way 
that good separation can be kept 
between inmates and offices. 

Some 6th Street merchants sup- 
port Connelly’s plan because of her 
offers of office space and hosting 
the AA and NA meetings, said 
Raymond Colmenar, director of the 
South of Market Problem Solving 
Council. “But some people don’t 
like trading a jail for some ser- 
vices,” he said. 

“Certainly, having a jail in our 
neighborhood, unless it serves the 
community — we don’t want it.”

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Mission wants 
local hiring 
for local jobs 


ER POLITICAL pressure 
from Mission District 
activists, Mayor Frank 
Jordan is moving ona 

plan that would ensure more jobs for 
Mission residents on public works 
projects in the district. The plan 
would ensure that at least one-half of 
jobs involving city funds go to San 
Francisco residents, with one-fourth 
going to Mission residents. 

The plan, outlined in a resolution 
drafted by the Mayor’s Mission 
Task Force at the request of the Mis- 
sion Hiring Hall (MHH) South of 
Market Employment Center, was 
submitted to the Mayor’s Office 
almost two months ago, according to 
MHH director Rich Soro. Some 
Mission leaders complain the reso- 
lution has been ignored by the 
mayor’s director of economic plan- 
ning, Kent Sims, who refused to 
comment on the matter. 

This neglect has prompted a Lati- 
no-based advocacy group, Alianza, 
to push Jordan and the Board of 
Supervisors to act quickly on the 
Mission hiring plan. Alianza is an 
organization comprising primarily 
immigrants and past and present 
gang leaders. 

“Alianza wants to know if this 
mayor is going to support resident 
hiring in the city and county of San 
Francisco, and in this case, the Mis- 
sion District,” said Alianza honorary 
vice president David Aldape. 

“We’re beginning to meet with 
public- and private-sector organiza- 
tions and letting some of them know 
that their years of neglect of Latinos 
in San Francisco has resulted in eco- 
nomic apartheid in our neighbor- 
hoods,” Aldape said. 

Alianza is also looking for sup- 
port from Angela Alioto, president 
of the Board of Supervisors. 

Alioto aide Lester Olmstead- 
Rose said the supervisor is a strong 
supporter of resident hiring in San 
Francisco and would be willing to 
introduce the resolution now before 
the mayor, if necessary. 

The resolution is similar to a city- 
wide resident-hiring ordinance 
recently passed in Oakland. That 
ordinance has strong provisions for 
enforcement, including a $1,000 
fine for non-compliance. Aldape 
would like to see similar teeth put 
into the Mission District resolution. 

Resident hiring is not a new con- 
cept for San Francisco. The city’s 
Redevelopment Agency has a policy 
of hiring locally in three designated 
redevelopment neighborhoods — 
the Western Addition, Bayview/ 
Hunters Point, and South of Market, 
but not the Mission. 

Last week, more than two dozen 
Alianza supporters attended a com- 
munity meeting of the Mayor’s Mis- 
sion Task Force and demanded a sta- 


tus report on the resolution. The fol- 
lowing night, at a Mission police- 
sponsored community meeting that 
Alioto attended, a former gang 
member representing Alianza called 
on the board president to meet with 
Alianza and support the resolution. 

Aldape said it’s this kind of 
mobilization of community forces 
that will cause Jordan and the super- 
visors to adopt the resolution. 

And Alianza is tuming up the 
heat. Recently, Mission sources 
said, the group vowed to bring hun- 
dreds of Mission District immi- 
grants and gang members to the 
Mayor’s Office unless Jordan acted 
on the resolution. This prompted the 
mayor to delegate the matter to 
Larry Del Carlo, director of the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development. 

“I don’t see any problems with 
[the resolution],” said Del Carlo. 
“The concept is a great one. I think 
we ought to be doing everything we 
can to get residents hired.” 

But Del Carlo said that it’s still a 
little premature to say what he 
would recommend to Jordan, 
because he wants to see what posi- 
tion new members of the Mayor’s 
Mission Task Force — appointed 
Tuesday, Feb. 2 — take on the issue. 

But Del Carlo stressed that a new 
task force does not invalidate the old 
task force’s position to bring resi- 
dent hiring and more jobs to the Mis- 
sion District.

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BART police: Shooting? No problem.

EW INFORMATION on the Jerrold Hall shooting 
continues to emerge from the BART police vaults 
and continues to make me sick. The latest doc- 
ument to surface is an interoffice memorandum 
from Lt. C. Lynch to Chief Harold Taylor that outlines why 
an internal BART Police Weapons Discharge Review Board 
exonerated Officer Fred Crabtree for a direct violation of 
department policy: Firing a warning shot with a 12-gauge 
shotgun in a crowded parking lot in downtown Hayward. 
The memo, dated Dec. 4, 1992, was released Feb. 1 in 
response to a Bay Guardian request under the California 
Public Records Act. It appears to be the only written 
report that the Weapons Discharge Board ever filed, and 
it represents the board’s full evaluation of the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of an unarmed African 
American kid who was suspected of stealing a $60 radio. 
The conclusion is truly stunning: Crabtree, the report 
states, was actually “defending [himself] from death or 
serious bodily harm” when he shot Hall in the back from 
a distance of roughly 25 yards. And although the BART 
Police Department, like most other major urban police 
agencies, has a clear, unequivocal policy against the use 
of warning shots at any time, under any circumstances, 
the board decided that this warning shot was OK any- 
way, since the “method and intent ... was appropriate.” 
Here’s what the report really says: A panel of BART 
cops is incapable of issuing a fair ruling in a case involv- 
ing another BART cop. And the BART police chief is 
obviously incapable of keeping an armed force of 154 
officers under control. 


COP SHOOTS KID 


The Weapons Discharge Review Board isn’t the only 
agency that investigated the Nov. 15 shooting. The 
Alameda County District Attorney’s Office did its own 
review and came up with its own astonishing decision: 
Crabtree, the D.A.’s Office ruled last week, did nothing 
illegal when he killed Jerrold Hall (see Unsafe at Any 
Speed, 1/27/92). 

I found that hard to believe — at the very least, it 
appears that Crabtree was reckless and negligent in the 
shooting and ought to stand trial for homicide. But the 
BART Review Board finding is even more astonishing. 
At least homicide requires a fairly high standard of 
proof; the BART Police Department doesn’t need a 
judge and jury to take disciplinary action against one of 
its officers. 

Let’s run through the basic facts of the case again, for 
anyone who’s just tuned in. 

Jerrold Hall, 19, and John Owens, 20, got on a south- 
bound BART train at Bayfair. They encountered another 
African American man, who was carrying a plastic bag 
with a Walkman radio inside. After a short, heated dis- 
cussion, Hall and Owens walked away with the bag; the 
man called the train operator on the intercom and said 
he’d been robbed at gunpoint. 

Several other passengers witnessed the event, and 
none of them saw a gun. The man who reported the rob- 
bery got off the train at Hayward and disappeared. Still, 
when Crabtree arrived in the Hayward station parking 
lot, he thought he was responding to an armed robbery 
—and Hall and Owens, who had also leff the train, 
matched the suspects’ description. 


Crabtree, who is about 6 feet 4 inches tall and weighs 
about 225 pounds, pulled a shotgun out of his car and 
ordered the two young men to lie down on the ground. 
Owens did as he was told. Hall, who was almost a foot 
shorter and 100 pounds lighter than Crabtree, refused to 
comply. He approached the officer, hands outstretched, 
and began to argue, at times using abusive, nasty lan- 
guage. 

Hall never pulled a gun, showed a gun, or acted as if 
he had a gun, and he never physically attacked Crabtree; 
he just acted like a tough black kid with an attitude, who 
didn’t particularly like or respect cops. 

After a few minutes, Hall turned and walked away. 
He’d gone about 25 yards when Crabtree heard some- 
body shout that Hall was the guy who’d stolen the radio. 
(At least a dozen people were still in the parking lot.) 
Crabtree again ordered Hall to halt, fired a warning shot, 
then fired again, this time directly at Hall’s back. 

Hall died from gunshot wounds several hours later. 
He wasn’t carrying a gun, and neither was Owens; an 
extensive search of the train and station never turned up 
any sign of a weapon. 


BULLETS IN A CROWD 


Let’s assume for the moment that Crabtree was con- 
vinced Jerrold Hall had a gun. What the hell: Let’s 
assume he thought Hall and Owens both had guns and 
that both were violent felons. Let’s assume (as the dis- 
trict attorney did) that Crabtree was frightened by the 
prospect of Hall escaping into the darkness and return- 
ing at some later point to shoot him. 

Let’s suspend disbelief and agree that every bit of this 
was eminently reasonable. Let’s try to think like a panel 
of Crabtree’s peers, a group of BART police officers 
charged with deciding whether he had followed depart- 
ment rules when he fired his gun. 

Let’s assume we all believe that we’re living ina 
world of brutal, rotten thugs and that people like us are 
the last thin blue line protecting innocent, peaceful citi- 
zens from an onslaught of violence and death. 

After we stipulate all that, there’s still this nagging 
problem: Even cops are supposed to follow a few rules. 
BART cops aren’t supposed to fire warning shots, period, 
for good reasons, which the review board outlines. For 
Starters, bullets always land somewhere; if you fire one off 
in a crowded area, it may land in somebody’s head. 

In this case, the board says, Crabtree fired at a tree; 
somehow, that made the whole thing OK. But he fired a 
shotgun cartridge that contains nine .33-caliber slugs, 
which spread out rapidly when they leave the barrel. I 
went and looked at the tree myself, a few days after the 
shooting, and I counted only five pellets. 

The issue is more than numbers: It took only three of 
Crabtree’s shotgun pellets to end Jerrold Hall’s life. 

As far as I can tell, nobody knows what happened to 
the four missing pellets from the warning shot, or six 
others from the shot that killed Hall. As far as I can tell, 
it’s a minor miracle that nobody else got killed. 

This is why there are strict rules for people who have 
a license to fire guns in places like downtown Hayward. 
And it’s why the rest of us have to wonder: If the BART 
police chief can’t even keep his cops from firing their 
guns into trees, how can he stop them from killing the 
next black kid who doesn’t know enough to stay out of 
the line of fire? @

Gay Gls: The hidden agenda 


S THE DEBATE over gays in the mili- 
tary stretches out over the coming 
months, it’s important to keep one 
hing in mind. The hot button that’s 
sparking the fights on Capitol Hill isn’t moral- 
ity. It’s the battle over political power and eco- 
nomic empowerment. 

Sen. Sam Nunn’s visceral response to Clin- 
ton’s promise to lift the ban on gays and les- 
bians in the military has much less to do with 
armed services morale than it has to do with 
politics. It is well known that Nunn wanted 
Les Aspin’s job as Secretary of Defense and 
thought he should have had it. It was the chip 
he was playing for in the political maneuver- 
ing that got Clinton first the nomination and 
then the presidency. As chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Forces Committee, Nunn thought 
he was a shoo-in, and didn’t bother to hide his 
bitterness when he was passed over. This is 
payback. 

Why else would one of the country’s most 
powerful Democrats resort to cribbing speech- 
es from the 1948 debate over blacks in the 
military? Does he really believe that protocol 
at formal dances is a worthwhile issue for 
debate before his committee? Of course not. 
But he knows that the specter of two male sol- 
diers in uniform dancing together could 
undermine Clinton’s political power base. 

On the wider political front, both the 
Armed Forces Committee and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff know that their own power bases are 
threatened by Clinton’s campaign promises to 
cut the military, and they are using the gay 
issue to squelch Clinton’s support in 
Congress. 

The second issue is less obvious but holds 
much broader implications — the economic 
impact of keeping gays out of the military. 
We’re not talking about the tens of millions of 
dollars wasted every year on the witch-hunt to 
root out homosexuals. We’re talking about the 
economic empowerment inherent in the right 


to join the military. A huge majority of 
recruits come from racial and economic . 
minority groups. The military is the only hope 
for many of these kids in terms of education, 
job training, and financial security. Since we 
know that gays and lesbians come from every 
social and racial group, barring a segment of 
the population from that opportunity is a gross 
social injustice that plays off the deeply rooted 
prejudices of this country. 

The hypocrisy of Gen. Colin Powell’s anti- 
gay rhetoric has been widely debated. Clearly 
he wouldn’t be where he is now without Harry 
Truman’s executive order, which was fiercely 
resisted with the same arguments that gays 
and lesbians are now having to answer. But 
more than’simply paving the way for Powell’s 
historic rise, allowing blacks in the military 
opened the door for the broader civil rights 
initiatives of the 60s and *70s. So it follows 
that if those military barriers can be broken by 
gays and lesbians, they could expect greater 
civil rights gains farther down the line, includ- 
ing greater economic and political power. 

By resisting equal rights for sexual minori- 
ties, Powell and other minorities are buying 
into the straight-white-male establishment’s 
goal of forcing minority groups to fight over 
the scraps. That way, there won’t be pressure 
to focus on the real issue of letting everyone 
sit at the table. Instead of fighting among 
themselves, minority groups need to work 
together to effect real change in the power 
structure. 

Homophobic arguments against gays and 
lesbians, such as the spread of AIDS among 
heterosexuals or the threat that “deeply reli- 
gious” soldiers would quit, are smoke screens 
thrown up to obscure the real issues. We can’t 
let that happen. The political point is to keep 
the pressure on our elected officials, starting 
with the Bay Area delegation, to keep the 
focus of the debate where it belongs — guar- 
anteeing civil rights for everyone. 


No more Annemarie Conroys 


UPERVISOR Roberta Achtenberg’s 

comprehensive Good Government 

legislation is an important break- 

through in promoting public access at 
City Hall, and when Achtenberg leaves the 
board, it will be part of an impressive legacy. 
But Achtenberg has been more than an effec- 
tive legislator and a Solid progressive vote: 
She’s also one of a dwindling number of local 
politicians who comes from a real community 
base and represents a legitimate grass-roots 
constituency. Frank Jordan should keep that in 
mind when he thinks about appointing her 
replacement. 

It’s safe to say Jordan isn’t looking for a 
candidate with anything close to Achtenberg’s 
liberal politics. The stakes are too high: On 
most issues, progressives hold a narrow 6-5 
majority, and when Achtenberg resigns to take 
a high-level job with the Clinton administra- 
tion, the mayor will have a chance to shift the 
balance in his direction. 

It’s possible that Jordan will recognize the 
need for more minority representation on a 
board that is 81 percent white; that would be a 
positive step. But since the downtown forces 
killed district elections in 1980, the board has 
lost more than just minority representation — 
and since Jordan took office, it’s lost more 
than just its solid progressive majority. These 
days, a growing number of the San Francisco 
supervisors don’t really represent anybody. 


Jordan’s first appointment was a perfect 
case in point. Annemarie Conroy came out of 
political nowhere: She’d never been active in 
a political club or a local campaign. She didn’t 
spend her nights and weekends at political 
forums or neighborhood meetings. She didn’t 
walk precincts for (or against) initiatives or 
candidates. She never learned firsthand what 
San Francisco politics is really about. 

That’s a big problem: Conroy may be 
smart, and she may have good intentions, but 
she has no community base; nobody to hold 
her accountable and keep her in line. 

District candidates couldn’t get away with 
that. Harvey Milk, Nancy Walker, Doris 
Ward, Harry Britt, and Carol Ruth Silver all 
paid their dues; they were part of their neigh- 
borhoods, and for the most part responded to 
community concerns. Even the more conser- 
vative board members, such as Quentin Kopp 
and John Barbagelata, had visible constituen- 
cies and community roots — and compared to, 
say, Bill Maher, they were much more acces- 
sible, responsive, and credible politicians. 

Frank Jordan ought to understand that. 
Long before he decided to run for mayor, Jor- 
dan was spending countless nights and week- 
ends at small-time local events, shaking hands 
and remembering names. Moderate or conser- 
vative, gay or straight, Latino, Asian, black or 
white, his next board appointment has to meet 
that same standard.

The high price of democracy

HAT IS THE cost of democracy? 

The Board of Supervisors must 

answer that question in the next 

few weeks. On Dec. 21, the 
board unanimously approved the first reading 
of an ordinance requiring the public to pay for 
mailed copies of board agendas. Few citizens 
were aware the board was considering this 
charge. Until the Bay Guardian sent up the 
alarm in late December, none of the press had 
covered it. 

Dozens of phone calls to supervisors in 
early January resulted in this issue being sent 
back to the Finance Committee, where it will 
be reconsidered Feb. 3. 

Over the past few weeks I have talked with 
dozens of citizens about this ordinance. The 
reaction is pretty much the same. If they have 
to pay $35 per year per committee to receive 
agendas ($70 for the Finance Committee), a 
lot of citizens will no longer track legislation 
coming before the Board of Supervisors 
because they can’t pay the charge. People who 
get two or three committee calendars will be 
faced with paying around $100 just to receive 
agendas. And if they want a copy of a pro- 
posed ordinance, there will be additional per 
page charges that will quickly mount up. 

Jill Citizen sees this as reducing public 
input to lobbyists and special interests who 
can afford those costs. She also sees this as 
opening the floodgate for every commission 
and board to institute mailing and copying 
charges, so that what starts at $70 per year 
could quickly escalate to $300-$400 per year. 

The supervisors have a different perspec- 
tive — they have been instructed by the 
mayor to enact across-the-board cuts for this 
fiscal year. 

There are two problems with their starting 
point. First, Mayor Jordan did not differentiate 
between those offices that are being efficient- 
ly run and those with fat. Instead, every office 
is getting the same financial hit. 

Second, items without a visible con- 
stituency are most vulnerable. Cutting staff 
activates those who would be cut and their 
advocates. But cutting out the public merely 
eliminates those with no institutional pres- 
ence and limited ability to protect themselves 
— especially when the daily papers do not 


even cover the issue. 

We have here two ideas in conflict — the 
public’s right to be informed and participate in 
government vs. the need to cut costs because 
of insufficient revenue. 

To resolve this we must first set out the 
principles in which we believe. I would sug- 
gest the following. 

One, democracy works best when its citi- 
zens are informed and involved in their gov- 
ernment. These principles underlie the 
Brown and Public Records acts, important 
state policies setting out the public’s right to 
be informed about and participate in the 
actions of their government. Two, lobbyists 
do not need a further edge over the public. 
By dint of being paid to be involved in the 
legislative process, they already have much 
greater ability to influence the course of 
events than most citizens. Three, public 
involvement is not an expendable line item in 
department budgets. 

l urge that the following steps be taken: 

Adopt uniform standards for mailing 
agendas. A small but important point. The 
Board of Supervisors itself has cost-effective 
mailed agendas. They are self-mailers (no 
envelopes), printed on both sides, sent first- 
class presort (saving 4.2 cents per copy). They 
keep their mailing list current. Other agencies 
waste paper, postage, and envelopes and never 
clean up their lists, thus driving up costs. 

Make those agencies reduce the costs of their 
mailings. 

Adopt the Model Public Information 
Ordinance. Supervisor Achtenberg is carry- 
ing legislation to set out standards to imple- 
ment the Brown Act and the Public Records 
Act. We need this legislation, and more 
importantly, we need departments to know 
about its requirements. 

Amend the currently pending legisla- 
tion. The board must prohibit charges for 
receiving mailed agendas, at the very least 
for committee meetings. Any costs should 
be strictly limited to the actual costs of 
reproduction. 

Finally, let the supervisors hear your 
voice. @

The Filipino struggle for power in Daly City

OR EVERY purchase worth 
$49 or more, the Safeway in 
Daly City’s St. Francis 
Square offers a free five- 
pound bag of rice. Filipino immi- 
grants, separated by seven thousand 
miles of ocean from the paddy fields 
of Luzon Island, can 
cross the park- 
ing lot after 
shopping and 
have lunch at 
the Manila Cafe. 
For the home- 
sick, a pack- 
age may be 
waiting at the 
Philippine Par- 
cel Post outlet 
next door; the 
bom-in-the-USA 
generation can 
drive a few blocks 
down the road and 
sample some 
Manila Express fast 
food. 

Maybe not quite 

a Filipino version of 
San Francisco’s Chi- 
natown, but definitely 
evidence that in Daly : 
City the Pacific Rim Mi 
has arrived. As recently as 

20 years ago, this bedroom 
community of pastel two-story 
houses was just another blue-collar 
suburb of San Francisco with some 
nice ocean views. Today, according 
to 1990 census figures, 42.3 percent 
of Daly City’s population of 94,760 
are of Asian/Pacific Islander 
descent. Fully 27 percent are Fil- 
ipino, about the same percentage as 
non-Hispanic whites. 

The numbers suggest that Daly 
City is California’s tomorrow: The 
state as a whole is predicted to be 
“majority minority” by 2004. But 
numbers don’t necessarily add up to 
power. Despite years of effort, no 
Filipino has ever been elected to the 
city council in Daly City. Aside 
from one Hispanic woman, 
Madolyn Agrimonte, the council has 
always been all white. 

And it will stay that way at least 
until a special election set for June 8. 
Earlier this week, the council once 
again dashed Filipino hopes when it 
deadlocked over the question of 
whom to appoint as a replacement 
for outgoing councilmember 
Michael Nevin. Local Filipinos, said 
one city employee, “are sure to be 
outraged.” 

It’s not as if Filipinos haven’t 
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been trying. The first Filipino ran for 
the city council 25 years ago. Last . 
November, five Filipino candidates 
were among those who campaigned 
for two open seats in an at-large 
election. They all lost — a classic 
result of vote-splitting — although 
two of the candi- 





gona 
dates, 

Rolito Recio and Mike 
Guingona, came in third and fourth. 
In January, after Nevin left the coun- 
cil to join the San Mateo County 
Board of Supervisors, 11 of the 17 
applicants seeking the appointment 
were Filipinos. 

And that’s the problem. Filipino 
activists are quick to suggest that 
tactical moves, such as a push for 
district elections or a voter-registra- 
tion drive, will boost the chances for 
Filipino representation. But most 
leaders of the primarily immigrant 
Filipino community admit that the 
real issue is unity. They are well- 
aware that united, they could quite 
possibly run Daly City with the 
same hegemonic power exhibited 
for generations by the once equally 
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immigrant Italian community. 
Divided — by politics, generation, 
and personality-driven factions — 
they will inevitably, say frustrated 
Filipino leaders, continue to fall. 


FRAGMENTS OF COMMUNITY 


“T don’t feel any pressure to 
appoint a Filipino,” said council- 
member and mayor Al Teglia, the 
traces of his forebears’ Italian 
accent still lingering in his 
speech. Even at a public hearing 
attended by more than a hun- 
dred Filipinos on Jan. 16, at 
which the council agreed to 
appoint a replacement for 
Nevin, Teglia emphasized 
that such a step did not guar- 
antee there would be a Fil- 
ipino appointment. 
“J really don’t endorse 
the policy that you are a 
particular representative of 
any one segment of the 
population and you 
should have a seat 
because you represent a 
certain segment,” Teglia 
told the Bay Guardian. 
“T believe what’s 
held the minorities back has been 
themselves,” he continued. “They’re 
not organized, they’re not able to 
consolidate behind a candidate. 
They’re not able to somehow com- 
municate within their own commu- 
nity. And I don’t like to use the word 
community, because the community 
is the whole, the community is the 
city. I work closely with all the 
minorities, it doesn’t matter who.” 
Many Filipinos, including at least 
three of November’s losing candi- 
dates, agreed with Teglia’s charge 
that they have been their own worst 
enemy. For them, the November 
debacle was the last straw. Not long 
afterward, small groups of con- 
cerned Filipinos began to meet to 
discuss ways of solving the problem 
of disunity. 
One such group, calling itself the 
“Movement for Filipino Unity,” met 
several times in December in the 


. havea fragmented 


basement of the Gellert Street 
branch of the public library. On 
Dec. 9, more than 40 men and 
women met for what was billed as a 
“candidates forum.” The group 
included immigrants dressed in 
loose-fitting shirts more appropriate 
to a tropical climate, along with sec- 
ond-generation twentysomethings, 
one of whom was Americanized 
enough to have a gleaming shaved 
head and gold hoop earring. 

Self-criticism pervaded the atmo- 
sphere. 

“We are not a group,” moderator 
Gene Gamboa asserted repeatedly. 
Sensitive to the charge that Filipinos 
are sabotaging themselves with 
incessant factionalism, Gamboa 
wanted to downplay any idea that 
the “Movement” was politically 
aligned. 

But it was already too late. For- 
mer candidate Recio failed to show, 
saying later that he assumed the 
meeting would be attended mostly 
by Guingona supporters and Daly 
City outsiders. When Guingona did 
arrive, flanked by three of his close 
allies, a cry of “Here’s the man of 
the hour” greeted him. After a few 
hours of excruciatingly careful 
maneuvering to avoid the appear- 
ance of an outright endorsement of 
Guingona, the meeting broke up. 

“It’s the Filipino mentality,” said 
Manny Tumaneng, a Guingona sup- 
porter who attended the meeting. He 
and others are uncomfortably aware 
that the situation in Daly City is 
beginning to resemble events back 
home, where last year more than 140 
candidates ran for 
president and the 
winner took home 
only 28 percent of 
the vote. 
| Gamboa made 
the link even clear- 
er. “The Philip- 
pines,” he said, “are 
made up of 7,000 
islands with over 
87 dialects — we 


political culture.” 
Four hundred 
years of imperial- 
ist domination, 
first by the Span- 
ish, and then by 
the United 
States, along 
with an invasion 
by the Japanese 
and a significant Chinese Fil- 
ipino presence, all contribute to the 
difficulty in creating a strong Fil- 
ipino sense of identity, theorized 
Gerry Socco, a community activist 
and former anti-Marcos dissident. 
“When you talk about empower- 
ing Filipinos, you’ re talking about

more than just registering them to 
vote,” Socco said. “You’re talking 
about shaking off the whole colonial 
mentality. 

“It’s a major job.” 

Still, momentum for some kind 
of unity continued to grow through 
December, culminating in a meeting 
Jan. 10 at the offices of the Philip- 
pine News and the formation of a 
“Unity Committee” made up of five 
supporters of each of the major can- 
didates. The committee decided to 
pressure the city council at a public 
hearing Jan. 13 to appoint a Filipino 
as replacement for Nevin. 

Their original plan was to then 
hold a “mini-convention” in which 
delegates would select one candi- 
date as the choice of the entire Fil- 
ipino community. Once the council 
announced, however, that it would 
appoint a replacement within two 
weeks, the Unity Committee leaders 
decided there wasn’t enough time to 
organize behind one candidate. The 
result? Virtually every Filipino who 
had run for office in Daly City over 
the past 15 years decided to apply. 

“Tf they had had just two or three 
names,” said Councilmember Jane 
Powell, “they would have made a 
much stronger case.” 


DIVERSE CONTENDERS 
Among the Filipino candidates, 
Recio and Guingona were widely 
viewed as the main contenders for 
an appointment. Ethnicity is about 
all the two men have in common: In 
style, background, and orientation, 
they could not be more different. 

In the office of San 
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Francisco Deputy 

Public Defender Michael Guingona, 
a yellowing poster featuring a regal, 
bearded gentleman hangs on the 
wall. It is a campaign poster for his 
great grandfather, Galiciano Apasi- 
ble, the governor of Batangas Island. 
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His uncle, Teofisto Guingona, is 
currently a senator in the Philip- 
pines. 

“Every now and then,” said the 
30-year-old Guingona, “someone 
says, ‘I know your uncle,’ and I go, 
‘Wow, that’s great, it runs in the 
family.’ ” 

Philippine politics are often 
described as dominated by powerful 
dynastic-style families, and Guingo- 
na appears likely to have no trouble 
carrying his clan’s mantle. He freely 
acknowledges that the city council 
is unlikely to be the summit of his 
ambitions. 

Born in San Francisco and a resi- 
dent of Daly City for 26 years, 
Guingona also says that his Tagalog 
is not very good. He is as American 
a creation as one is likely to find, an 
adept practitioner of the aspiring 
politicians’ patented glad-handing 
hi-how-ya-doing-pal style. 

But while Guingona has the 
gleaming, well-fed look of someone 
bred in American affluence, Rolito 
“Rolly” Recio, a 45-year-old immi- 
grant from the Philippines, has the 
thin, almost gaunt appearance of 
someone whose forebears most 
decidedly did not run the country. A 
onetime accountant who is currently 
areal estate broker and has served 
on several city commissions, Recio 
has both a stronger accent and a 
considerably more conservative ori- 
entation than Guingona. Where 
Guingona talks affordable housing 
and AIDS counseling, Recio talks 
redevelopment and expanding the 
revenue base. 

When the council met to attempt 
to appoint Nevin’s replacement, 
however, views on issues may have 
taken a back seat to the council’s 
own internecine power struggle. 
The four-person council, said to be 
divided into two blocs, could muster 
no more than two votes for any of 
the four candidates it was consider- 
ing, possibly because neither side 
wanted to give the other a majority. 
Of the four candidates, only one, 
Guingona, had run in the November 
election, and only two were Fil- 
ipino. Most surprisingly, Recio, 
despite his third-highest vote total in 
the general election, never even 
came up for a vote. 

Observers argue that the repeated 
Filipino electoral failure in a city 
where they make up almost a third 
of the population suggests that dis- 
trict elections must be considered. 
Recently released exit-polling data 
indicate that voting in Daly City 
goes largely along racial lines, with 
70 percent of whites likely to vote 
for whites and 75 percent of Filipino 
Americans voting for Filipino 
Americans. Bill Tamayo, managing 
attorney of the Asian Law Caucus, 
noted that such racially polarized 
voting patterns are “precisely the 
type of evidence submitted in cases 
where federal courts have found that 
there is a violation of the Voting 
Rights Act.” 

But Mayor Teglia dismissed the 
relevance of district elections to 
Daly City, claiming that it is “so 
diversified and so integrated that I 
don’t think you can get any one 
pocket anywhere. I think you could 
carve out seven districts, you could 
carve out 10, 20, 30, but you would 


end up with a mixture that’s like a 
fruitcake.” 

Not so, claim local Filipinos, 
supported by Nevin’s assertion that 
since 1978 most home purchases in 
the Serramonte district of Daly City 
have been by people with Filipino 
surnames. St. Francis Square is in 
Serramonte, and so is Westmoor 
High School, where a third of the 
students are Filipino. It is here that 
resentment runs highest, and the 
need for increased representation is 
clearest. 

“We need more teachers, more 
policemen, more commissioners,” 
said Socco. “Our input should be 
involved in the shaping of the city.” 

City leaders from the mayor on 
down claim that there is a “full affir- 
mative action program” inDaly 
City, but, critics say, the figures tell 
a different story. 

Al Bito, a Filipino American 
who works for the Daly City person- 
nel department, said that only 39 of 
471 city employees — 8.2 percent 
— are Filipinos. The police depart- 
ment lists four Filipinos among a 
total of 86 sworn police officers. 
The Jefferson United School Dis- 
trict reports that 9 percent of all cer- 
tified teachers are Filipino. 

“T think it’s almost criminal,” 
says Ray Cordova, a part-time 
teacher and counselor at Daly City’s 
Jefferson High School, where 35 
percent of the school’s 1,647 stu- 
dents are Filipino. “The obscene 
thing about it is that there really are 
no full-time counselors or adminis- 
trators who are Filipino, and only 
one or two Filipinos per site who are 
certified teachers. There is an affir- 
mative action program, but if you 
look at the numbers you’d never 
know it. As much as they say they 
are actually pushing for it, I really 
doubt it very much.” 

Cordova, an American-born Fil- 
ipino, is also incensed that at a time 
when teen violence is rising and 
immigrant Filipino teenagers are 
especially at risk of joining gangs, 
programs such as after-school sports 
are being eliminated. Tension 
already tangible between the police 
force and Filipino youth, he said, 
can be expected to grow. 

Jefferson Union School District 
superintendent Robert Gross 
described the district’s affirmative 
action program as one that “adver- 
tises widely all across the Bay 
Area.” Gross said: “We work with 
lots of teacher-training programs. 
But how many Filipinos are in the 
SF State teacher-training program? 
None.” — 

To Filipino activists, rhetoric 
about the lack of “qualified” appli- 
cants is just another tired excuse to 
justify keeping Filipinos out. But 
until they can, as Teglia put it, “get 
their own act together,” they will be 
unable to do much more than bristle. 

For a few brief weeks, Filipinos 
in Daly City exulted, believing that, 
after their show of force at the Jan. 
13 council meeting, a Filipino 
would be appointed as Nevin’s 
replacement. Many assumed that the 
long-awaited crack in the door had 
finally opened. Now their exuber- 
ance has wilted into a familiar state 
of dismayed anger, and their real 
test of test postponed until June. @

lose ground on the 
SF Board of Supervisors, 
a new push for district 


elections gathers force

ILLIE AND Mary Ratcliff thought they were 
coming to the progressives’ promised land 
when they moved to San Francisco five years 
ago. Wearied by their struggles in Anchorage, 
Alaska, to win political empowerment for 
minorities, the couple was looking forward to 
relaxing in a political environment of equity 
and inclusion. 

But after five years, Willie, a construction contractor, is ago- 
nized by the difficulties minority businesses face in winning 
work from the city. He and Mary, a lawyer, have watched with 
outrage as the political power of African Americans, Latinos, 
and Asians ebbs or stagnates. These experiences have pushed 
them back into activism. 

A year ago, the couple bought the New Bayview News, a 
semimonthly paper that covers neighborhood news and city- 
wide issues concerning the economy and racial justice. They 
have made the paper a mouthpiece for one of their dearest caus- 
es: district elections for San Francisco. 

To explain the need for district elections, Willie gestures at 
the view from the newspaper’s storefront office on 3rd Street in 
Bayview/Hunters Point: Boarded-up storefronts, unemployed 
people standing around, drug dealing, houses decaying because 
their owners can’t get bank loans to repair them. 

“We want district elections because people of color don’t 
have any power around here and therefore they suffer the eco- 
nomic consequences of not having any power,” Willie said. “It 
shows up in the kids who drop out of school because they don’t 
see any hope of getting a good job if they stay in. It shows up in 
the prisons, and the hopelessness, and the use of drugs.” 

The Ratcliffs have some experience with establishing dis- 
trict elections: Willie was the lead plaintiff in the 1986 suit (set- 
tled out of court in 1989) that brought district elections to 
Anchorage. 

The Ratcliffs’ talk of a suit is just one sign that the long but 
recently dormant battle for district elections in San Francisco is 
heating up again. Latino community activists are responding to

last fall’s defeat of Jim Gonzalez, the only Latino supervisor, 
with a new push for district elections, and they’re finding sup- 
port among African American and lesbian and gay community 
leaders. (In the Asian community, sentiment for district elec- 
tions seems to have waned: Leaders say their population is now 
so dispersed that neighborhood elections would be unhelpful in 
gaining more representation.) 

At least six current supervisors support district elections, and 
recently retired supervisor Harry Britt has been talking with 
other community leaders about a new district-election push. 
Meanwhile, at least two civil rights groups are toying with the 
notion of filing their own district-election lawsuits. 

Many minority activists are angered that the only minority 
candidates to win at-large supervisorial elections have first 
been appointed to the board by a mayor. That means white 
mayors selected leaders for the black, Latino, and Asian com- 
munities. Those appointees have tended to tilt toward down- 
town business interests rather than neighborhood or minority 
concerns. 

Minority communities have lost even this appointed repre- 
sentation over the past year. Latinos lost their only representa- 
tive when Jim Gonzalez failed in his November reelection bid. 
African Americans lost one of their two representatives when 
Mayor Frank Jordan offered Doris Ward the plum political 
sinecure of assessor. Lesbians and gays, after the triumphant 
“lavender sweep” of 1990, find their three seats eroded to possi- 
bly one, with the retirement of Harry Britt and the departure of 
Roberta Achtenberg to Washington. The disenfranchisement 
felt by all these groups is evidenced by the plaintive clamor 
swirling around Jordan as he chooses an appointee to replace 
Achtenberg. 

According to the 1990 census, whites still maintain a slight 
majority — 53.6 percent — of the city’s population. Asians and 
Pacific Islanders account for 29.1 percent, Latinos 13.9 percent, 
African Americans 10.9 percent, American Indians 0.4 percent, 
and “others” 5.9 percent. (Persons of Hispanic origin can be of 
any race.) 


THE LONG WAR 


A lawsuit to win district elections would be a new battle plan 
for San Francisco progressives: The previous skirmishes have 
taken place at the polls after campaigns for district-election bal- 
lot measures in 1977 and 1987. 

The city actually had district elections from 1977 to 1980, 
when a conservative crusader with generous financing from the 
Chamber of Commerce and the now-defunct Downtown Asso- 
ciation managed to get them repealed in a special August elec- 
tion that saw low voter turnout. 

An attempt to reinstate district elections in 1987 was 
doomed to failure after many members of the African American 
community, led by Willie Kennedy and Doris Ward, refused to 
support the move, said Rene Cazenave, one of the activists 
involved. 

This week, however, Kennedy told the Bay Guardian she 
“perhaps would support district elections at this time,” because 
of the erosion of African American political power and the loss 
of Ward’s seat. In something of a contradiction, however, 
Kennedy said she thinks the current board, with nine white 
members, “looks like the city now” and has adequate minority 
representation. 

The 1987 district-election effort was marked by acrimonious 
infighting among minority groups, said Sue Hestor, an activist 
and lawyer involved in both the successful 1977 effort and the 
1987 fiasco and still “absolutely, totally; 100 percent” commit- 
ted to district elections. 

“People started identifying themselves with ethnic commu- 


nities,” Hestor said. Gays, African Americans, Asians, and 
Latinos all wanted to be guaranteed two, three, or four seats, she 
said. “We would have needed 15 seats on the Board of Supervi- 
sors to meet all the demands, and that’s not even counting 
straight white people, of which there are some in the city.” 

Britt said progressives had also gored their own ox during 
the 1987 debacle. Now he’d like to circumvent some of the 
infighting over how to draw district lines by creating three large - 
districts that would elect three supervisors each, for a total of 
nine. 


TELL THE JUDGE 


“If we use the Voting Rights Act, then [district elections] can’t 
be voted out. They would be interpreted as a legal mandate,” 
Mary Ratcliff pointed out. 

She has been consulting with civil rights lawyers, who have 
mixed opinions about whether there are strong enough grounds 
under the Voting Rights Act for a successful suit in San Fran- 
cisco. One lawyer she has talked to is Barbara Phillips, the 
court-appointed monitor who oversees the integration consent 
degree for the San Francisco Fire Department. Phillips could 
not be reached for comment, but Mary Ratcliff said Phillips had 
told her that the voting patterns of the city might not show suffi- 
cient racial polarization for the Ratcliffs to win. 

Those doubts were shared by Bill Tamayo, managing attor- 
ney of the Asian Law Caucus, despite his support for district 
elections. 

Although the Board of Supervisors is overloaded with 
whites (nine out of 11 supervisors), Tamayo noted that San 
Franciscans have repeatedly reelected African American 
Assemblymember Willie Brown, minorities have won citywide 
elections to the school and community college boards, and 
minorities have been elected to judgeships. 

But Denise Hulett, a staff attorney for the Mexican-Ameri- 
can Legal Defense and Education Fund (MALDEF), said her 
group may explore a lawsuit. MALDEF has been party to at 
least three successful voting-rights suits in California in the last 
10 years. 

“San Francisco is definitely ripe for a Voting Rights Act 
challenge,” Hulett said. “This is the only county Board of 
Supervisors in the entire state that is elected at-large.” 

Lulann McGriff of the San Francisco NAACP said she is 
also talking with her national office about the possibility of 
bringing suit. 

Failing a lawsuit, the Ratcliffs say they would like to see the 
supervisors put a district-election measure on the ballot. 
Although no strong push for the idea has developed so far, a lot 
depends on Jordan’s choice for a replacement for Achtenberg. 

“Frank Jordan could create the momentum for district elec- 
tions if he tries to create something that has not existed in this 
city, which is a right-wing Board of Supervisors,” Hestor said. 

The six supervisors on record in definite support of district 
elections are Angela Alioto, Kevin Shelley, Carole Migden, 
Terence Hallinan, Sue Bierman, and Barbara Kaufman. Alioto 
and Kaufman, however, both say there ought to be one or two 
“at-large” seats as well as district seats, to make sure there are 
supervisors looking out for city interests as a whole, as well as 
neighborhood interests. 

Like other district-election supporters, they all said district 
elections would provide better representation for minorities and 
neighborhoods. Because it’s less costly to run a district cam- — 
paign, they add, winners are less likely to end up beholden to 
large downtown donors. 

“There’s no way the Board of Supervisors would ever have 
gone for the Giants giveaway if there were district elections,” 
said Hallinan. @

Activist, critic, and crank Charles Schwartz: ‘Work and research — 
what a wonderful retirement activity.’ 


Out But Not Down 


Berkeley professor Charles Schwartz takes 
early retirement to become full-time gadfly

E’S BEEN A tireless seeker 

of justice to some, and to 

others a royal pain in the 

ass. Maybe that’s why, 
despite repeated attempts during his 
32-year tenure, retiring UC Berke- 
ley physics professor Charles 
Schwartz never got a merit raise. 
While his colleagues were routinely 
rewarded for publishing technical 
articles or pursuing scholarly 
research, Schwartz’s papers reveal- 
ing UC bureaucratic waste or argu- 
ing against weapons research at the 
three university-managed Depart- 
ment of Energy labs didn’t win him 
any-pats on the back. 

Fired from his 1970 summer job 
at the Lawrence Berkeley Lab for 
holding noontime antinuclear semi- 
nars, jailed a year later for blocking 
the doorway to a Berkeley draft 


_ board office, arrested several times 


for participating in sit-ins inside the 
UC president’s or chancellor’s 
office over a number of causes — 
the Vietnam War, nuclear weapons 
research, apartheid, UC executive 
pay, the “democratization” of the 
regents — Schwartz, activist, critic, 
and crank, is used to flak for his out- 
spoken views. 

But that’s not why 61-year-old 
Schwartz is shaking the golden hand 
of early retirement. In fact, the pro- 
fessor emeritus is staying right 
where he’s been: buried under piles 
of university financial manuals and 
payroll books in his fourth floor 
Birge Hall office, spending his 
retirement being the peskiest gadfly 
the administration ever saw. 

“T started evolving from physicist 
to accountant,” Schwartz said. “I 


decided some months ago I should 
really try to understand the universi- 
ty’s finances so I can raise some 
challenges. People on the outside 
have no idea how UC money is 
spent; and especially when fees are 
going up, they need to not just reluc- 
tantly pay the increase, they need to 
know the whole picture so they can 
decide whether the fee is justified.” 

For starters, Schwartz produced a 
“bureaucratic bloat” report for the 
Jan. 15 regents meeting (calling 
attention to himself first in true-blue 
whistle-screeching fashion), in 
which he calculated $523 million 
was spent on top administration in 
1991-92, half of which “is excess 
fat that can be trimmed. A saving of 
this magnitude averages out to 
$1,600 a student, and would com- 
pletely cover the UC’s present bud- 
get deficit,” Schwartz wrote. 

At the same meeting, UC presi- 
dent Jack Peltason warned that Gov. 
Pete Wilson’s proposed $138 mil- 
lion cut for UC would leave “no 
painless solutions,” meaning a com- 
bination of reductions in work force, 
enrollment, and salaries, as well as 
higher student fees will be needed 
again this year. 

Schwartz counters that students 
and employees of the system are 
bearing the brunt of a bulging 
bureaucracy that could easily be 
streamlined. Using the 1992-93 
Departmental Allocations Manual, 
Schwartz figures that in the past 25 
years, the administration has grown 
305 percent compared to 97 percent 
for students and 68 percent for aca- 
demic staff. 

“Tf I’m right that $262 million a 
year is being wasted, that would 
mean you don’t have to raise student

fees this year or next year and 
maybe you have to give money back 
for last year. So it’s a major chal- 
lenge to the administration’s finan- 
cial priorities and their claims that 
they have no alternatives,” Schwartz 
said. 

According to UC director of cor- 
porate accounting Donald Alter, the 
regents have asked the Office of 
Budget and University Relations to 
look into Schwartz’s figures and 
report to the regents in March. 

“The university budget is very 
complex, and what one person 
might call ‘the administration’ 
might be something completely dif- 
ferent to another. I don’t know if his 
figures are valid, but $500 million 
sounds too big to me,” Alter said. 

Lest he tire of burrowing through 
library archives, Schwartz has two 
other campaigns — “perestroika” 
and “glasnost” — keeping him 
occupied. The first, restructuring 
how UC is run — by having the 
regents elected by students and fac- 
ulty rather than appointed by the 
governor — is a crusade Schwartz 
helped start last year during the 
uproar over a regent-approved $1 
million retirement package given 
outgoing UC president David Gard- 
ner. 

Part two, glasnost, is an opening 
up of the UC decision-making pro- 
cess to public participation; a 
Schwartzian vision of campus town 
meetings. 

“T don’t know if you’ve been toa 
regents meeting,” Schwartz said, 
“but most of the time they’re real 
snooze jobs. Normally tons of stuff 
floats right by, and you can’t tell if 
deals have been cut in the back room 
or what. My demand is that those 
top committees that work around the 
president and the chancellor should 
be open so the alternatives are out 
there and the reasons for the deci- 
sions can be seen by the public. 

“Tt should be run like the City 
Council, where subcommittees meet 
and the public can come and provide 
opinion and things get worked out. 
I’m not asking they let us vote on 
their committees, just to let us see 
what they’re doing.” 

One month into his retirement 
and already the phone is ringing 
with requests for his budget reports, 
Schwartz said. Reporters, faculty, 
students at other campuses, the Aca- 
demic Senate, and members of the 
Legislature (although he won’t 
name names) have all come calling. 
“This will all come out when the 
university’s budget hearings start in 
a month or two,” Schwartz said. 

“| rub this budget stuff in the sys- 
tem’s face,” he said. “This is what 
they’re supposed to do. I know they 
won't do it, but I push it anyway, 
and usually the biggest frustration is 
not that they won’t say no, but that 
they won’t discuss it. One person 
squawking can’t get very far, but if 
people are willing to mobilize, then 
we can reform a university that’s 
quickly being privatized,” Schwartz 
said. 

“By now I’ve gotten pretty good 
at what I do, and with the budget cri- 
sis, I figured well, you know, if I can 
do this work and research — what a 
wonderful retirement activity.” @

Prescription Drugs tells me that

only “development of strains of her- 
pes virus that are resistant to this 
drug” as a possible effect of long- 
term usage. Acyclovir was first 
introduced in 1979, so that’s what’s 
known to date. If you have some 
aversion to taking such strong stuff 
for such a long period — and I 
would and do — consider asking 
your physician about topical cream 
to use only at the onset and during 
outbreaks. 

Next, align yourself with some 

sort of education and support group 


for people with herpes. A group of 
men and women in the same boat 
allows you to share your grief over 
what can’t be changed and to learn 
from others how to think of yourself 
(and therefore present yourself) in a 
more positive light than as the victim 
of “a terrible, incurable disease.” 
Check with local hospitals or write 
for the quarterly newspaper pub- 
lished by The Herpes Resource Cen- 
ter ($25 to HRC, P.O. Box 13827, 
Research Triangle Park, NC 27709). 
While nobody would willingly vol- 
unteer to have herpes, most of us 
who have it, like those with other 
chronic conditions, do come to terms 
with it and go on to have loving sex- 
ual relationships. 


:This isn’t a sex-related ques- 

tion per se, but it does affect 

my new girlfriend and me. 
She has what seems to me an over- 
ly close connection with her cat. 
She treats this animal as if it were 
a person, and she corrects me 
when I refer to her “pet,” telling 
me that the cat is her “compan- 
ion.” She has made a point of 
putting the cat out when we make 
love, but during the night should 
either of us get up or the door get 
opened, the cat immediately runs 
in, jumps up on the bed, and snug- 
gles into the arms of my girlfriend.

ISTRO BEAUJOLAIS, a 

delightful neighborhood 

lunch and dinner house, 

serves comforting French 
cuisine from the southerm part of Bur- 
gundy in a cozy, casual, yet very 
romantic setting. Formerly La Ferme 
Beaujolais —a high-end French deli- 
catessen specializing in imported 
French cheeses, meats, sausages, 
olives, and other fine-food products 
— this corner spot now includes the 
best of all gustatory worlds. 

The same wonderful products are 
still available, as well as takeout sal- 
ads and prepared entrées, but now one 
can enjoy expertly prepared regional 
French bistro food at candlelit tables 
arranged inside the actual store. 
While this setup may sound haphaz- 
ard, it is in fact quite sensible and 
pleasing. 

The dinner menu provides a wide 
range of enticing preparations, from 
hors d’oeuvres, soups, and salads, to 
petites entrées, pasta dishes, and larg- 
er entrées, The portions were all 
ample, and prices extremely reason- 
able, but it was the execution of each 
dish that impressed me most. 

A relatively short but interesting 
wine list includes a good number of 
French wines as well as several excel- 
lent California varietals. 

We began one evening meal with a 
spinach salad ($5.50) made from ten- 
der spinach leaves with a delicious, 
mild mustard-laced dressing and gar- 
nished with several croutons topped 
with flavorful, warm French goat - 
cheese. Grilled garlic sausage ($3.95) 
was presented in a unique fashion; 
rather than one whole sausage, or one 
that had been split down the center, a 
room-temperature salad of tender

lentils tossed with diced vegetables 
dressed with a prudent amount of 
vinegar and fruity olive oil was gar- 
nished with three slices of lightly 
grilled sausage. 

I’m not sure crab cakes ($8.95) are 
a traditional Burgundy-style dish, but 
the version at this bistro was delight- 
ful. Here, three delicate, moist cakes 
garnished with sautéed onions and red 
bell peppers were served on a pool of 
rich lemon-butter sauce and encircled 
with perfectly sautéed spinach. The 
dish was rich and satisfying. 

Also rich and luscious, the crépes _ 
aux ris de veau ($9.50) consisted of 
thin crepes filled with melt-in-your- 
mouth veal sweefbreads smothered in 
achive-accented cream sauce. My 
brother, who orders sweetbreads 
every chance he gets, proclaimed 
these some of the best he has ever had 
— here or in France. Indeed, the chef 
and cooks at this bistro know how to 
prepare this rewarding specialty item. 

A soul-satisfying and rustic gratin 
of macaroni ($7.95) was unlike imita- 
tion versions of “comfort food.” This 
dish, composed of tender elbow mac- 
aroni sauced with a sweet, balanced 
tomato sauce, was crowned with 
melted Gruyére cheese and served 
piping hot from the oven. 

Although we knowingly chose 
two incompatible desserts, we 
couldn’t resist asking for an assorted 
cheese platter ($5.75), comprising 
special Androuet cheeses, corni- 
chons, olives, bread, and butter; and 
the créme brilée ($4). Bistro Beaujo- 
lais is the only California distributor 
of these Androuet cheeses, so if you 
appreciate artfully crafted goat- and 


« cow’s-milk cheeses, I strongly urge 


you to order this plate of five or six 
varieties. The creamy smooth creme 
briilée, sealed with flawlessly 
browned, mirror-like sugar, was 
served in a large, shallow ramekin. It 
was simply one of the best versions, if 
not the best, that we have ever had in a 
restaurant. 

The second visit proved just as 
rewarding as our first, not only 
because the welcoming interior 


soothed our wet and cold bones, but 
also because we were served by the 
same efficient and gracious yet dis- 
armingly witty waiter. I must also 
confess, knowing that we could finish 
our meal with another dish of that 
prize-winning créme brilée elevated 
my mood further. 

While the Caesar salad ($5) was 
nicely prepared, I would rather see 
this particular version described as a 
romaine salad dressed with a mustard 
vinaigrette and garnished with crou- 
tons, rather than referred to as a Cae- 
sar. I missed the anchovies and yolk- 
bound garlicky dressing. 

Poulet réti ($10.50) seemed like 
the ideal dish to settle into on this 
rainy night, and once I tasted it, I 
decided I could be happy with this 
dish any night of the year — rain or 
shine. The half chicken, roasted so the 
interior was absolutely juicy and 
moist, sported a crispy, flavorful skin, 
and was served with a rendition of 
ratatouille that was neither over- 
cooked, bland, and mushy, nor under- 
cooked (a favorite technique used by 
California cooks). One square of 
potatoes au gratin completed this 
heart-warming plate of rustic food. 

Also superb was a classic New 
York steak ($14.50) cooked to order 
and drizzled with a rich, deep pepper- 
corn sauce. Served with light, grease- 
free french fries and flawlessly 
sautéed spinach spiked with nutmeg, 
this dish could satisfy anyone interest- 
ed in a simple but hearty dinner. 

My guests and I were pleased with 
all aspects of Bistro Beaujolais — the 
ambience, service, prices, and most 
definitely the superb food. Dishes like 
these, prepared by skilled hands and 
saturated with heart and soul, can be 
considered culinary treasures. Make 
Bistro Beaujolais your next destina- 
tion for a casual and completely deli- 
cious lunch or dinner. @

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The lives of Martin and Malcolm teach that racial politics are no longer adequate

HIRTY-NINE YEARS ago, the 

Supreme Court ruled that 

segregated schools denied 

Black children equal protec- 
tion under the law. That decision over- 
threw the punishing (Plessy v. Fergu- 
son, 1896) “separate but equal” doc- 
trine that had imposed second-rate sec- 
ond-class conditions of citizenship-on 
Black Americans. 

That was a time when downsouth 
you stepped off the sidewalk and low- 
ered your eyes and made way for any- 
body white. That was a time when 
upsouth you knew better than to wan- 
der into a white neighborhood unless, 
clearly, you were on your way to clean 
somebody’s house, or on your way to 
find a decent supermarket. 

Downsouth you did not have the 
right to vote. Upsouth there was most- 
ly nobody and nothing representing 
your interest and so there was not a 
whole lot of incentive to go inside the 
voting booth. 

Overall, we were powerless in poli- 
tics. Overall, we were powerless in 
economic terms. Most of us had access 
to irrelevant public education conduct- 
ed under shameful hardship and ne- 
glect. You could fight and die for the free- 
dom of European people but you could 
not travel freely from one townto. _ 
another, or from one state to. another. 

Race defined us. 

American power, privilege, money, 
belonged to white people. As Negroes, 
as Black people, we were citizens 
without due entitlements. We were Ne- 
groes. And to be born black in this 
country meant to be born wrong/to be 
born less than equal/to be born less than 
deserving of equality before the law. 

The first and last defining fact of 
our lives was race: our racial identity. 

American history has been forever 
changed and is forever challenged by 
our resistance to race hatred waged 
against us: We who have been first and 
last defined by race. 

African American resistance to 
white violence, white contempt, white 
discrimination, and white supremacist 


ideology culminated in one astonish- 
ing revolution — the Civil Rights Rev- 
olution — and our resistance remains a 
model for righteous uprisings, nation- 
wide, today, and throughout the world. 

And there is a fabulous mystery to 
the origins of resistance and revolu- 
tion. 

On a personal level, each of us 
desires the good health that will pro- 
vide for self-respect and self-love. 
Each of us wants and needs to be in 
charge of our day-to-day destinies. We 
wish to overcome determinisms of 
race and gender and class and very 
imperfect parents, at best, and we try 
to survive a compulsory school system 
mostly uninterested to hear about who 
we are and how we would design a 
good life if we could do that. And we 
strive to survive an indifferent, bitterly 
traditional, and greed-beleaguered 
society just beyond the schoolyard — 
a society that does not invite our imag- 
ination or encourage our creativity at 
work — if we can find work — or in 
most of our relationships. 

Each of us longs to be 
free. But to be free each of 
us must actively resist defi- 
nitions imposed on us: 
Each of us must define 
himself or herself and act 
on this new, revolutionary 
consciousness of one’s 
self. 

But how should a peo- 
ple, categorically despised 
and delimited and rejected 
as less than men, less than 
women, less than fully 
human, less than equally 
American — how should 
such a people, a Black peo- 
ple, in such a place as these 
United States united 
against our rightful citizen- 
ship and freedom, a coun- 
try perched ona white 
supremacist belief that 
everyone not white is 
wrong/ugly/stupid/inedu- 
cable and worthless — 
how should such a people 
yet resist, revolt, and move 





toward freedom? 

At least two choices have always 
been available to us: To convert a hate- 
ful definition of ourselves into grounds 
for racial solidarity and action. Or to 
redefine ourselves so that racial identi- 
ty becomes one, rather than the sole, 
factor in our political assessment of 
strategies and tactics for change. 

There is a fabulous mystery to the 
origins of resistance and revolt. 

But it is not entirely impenetrable. 

Our histories suggest that the horror 
of being hated and that the horror of 
accommodating to that hatred — our 
histories suggest that the horror of the 
opposites of freedom — enslavement 
and psychological and/or physical sui- 
cide — at some point during some oth- 
erwise regular, god-awful day — 
becomes intolerable and, like Mrs. 
Rosa Parks, as a people, or one by one, 
we say and/or each one of us says, 
“Now is the time!” and “No more!” 

In 1993, we can look to Martin and 
to Malcolm as exemplars of resistance 
and revolt. Perhaps put together, their

NAVETan Lae Mal=t-te a co) 
change the world, how 
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lives describe the awesome, and varie- 
gated, potential for revolutionary 
undertaking — and success. 

In his lifetime, Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. created revolution by 
rebelling against the world around 
him: the given attitudes, the habits, the 
concepts, the laws. We may argue 
about the tactics of his leadership but 
we cannot dispute the revolutionary 
consequences of his courage and his 
life-risking militance. 

In his lifetime, Malcolm X engi- 
neered revolution by changing the uni- 
verse of his most interior heart and 
mind: his consciousness of himself 
and his consciousness of the world 
around him. We may debate the conse- 
quences of his leadership but we can- 
not dispute the revolutionary impact of 
his consciousness on our own. 

Forever, it seems, there has been 
this tortuous conundrum: If you want 
and need to change the world, how 
should you proceed: Should you 
change yourself or seek to change the

world outside yourself? 

By examining the public careers of 
Dr. King and Malcolm X we can track 
external and internal routes to revolu- 
tionary change. 

But to be serious about it we will 
have to insist on historical context and 
facts; an a-historical approach to them 
would be as mistaken, and as mislead- 
ing, as an a-historical approach to our 
own predicament. 

And I do not look to Martin and to 
Malcolm because I accept that any his- 
tory is produced by singular individu- 
als, by themselves. But it is to fully 
acknowledge and to fully understand 
the personal achievements of two 
extraordinary Black men who were 
leaders in their moment that I wel- 
come and I cherish the chance that we 
share, right now, to embrace such a 
positive investigation. 

And, we will have to recognize that 
our own time is importantly different 
and new! 

Issues of gender and issues of class 
and issues of sexuality and issues of 
global capitalism must occupy the 
same center stage as issues of race. 

Furthermore, race has been rede- 
fined from a black/white antithesis to a 
multiracial fabric that bespeaks the 
new, emerging majority of Ameri- 
cans. Conflicts among peoples of 
color may sometimes eclipse prob- 
lems between, for example, white and 
Black Americans. 

On our national landscape we have 
what I call the Clarence Thomas syn- 
drome: the emergence of a buffer class 
of Blackfolk who deny obligations of 
struggle and allegiance deriving from 
our specific African American experi- 
ence, 

And, compared to the ’S0s and 
’60s, we have hugely increased our 
political representation, all the way 
from the seniority of U.S. Rep. Ron 
Dellums to the arrival of Carol Mose- 
ley Braun as the first Black woman in 
the U.S. Senate. In addition, there are 
three African Americans sitting at the 
highest level, in the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton. 

And from 1970 to 1990, the num- 
ber of Black elected officials rose 
from 1,479 to 7,335 coast to coast. 

By itself, race no longer offers an 
adequate, defining concept for politi- 
cal analysis and commitment. 

There is the buffer class of Black- 
folk. There are the intertribal/ 
intrafamilial examples of 
internecine treachery, such as Chief 
Mangosuthu Buthelezi’s collabora- 
tion with white rulers of South 
Africa. There are the tragedies of 
Black greed versus Black compas- 
sion inside Somalia. There is the fact 
that Malcolm X was killed by Black 
men. There is the fact that Minister 
Farrakhan declared that Malcolm 
was “worthy of death” in Mu- 
hammed Speaks, Dec. 4, 1964. 
There is the Black-on-Black street 
violence that terrifies our urban 
Black communities and that recent- 
ly, for instance, took the life of 25- 
year-old Francia Young, in Oakland. 

Race does not explain or dictate or 
interdict the subjugation of women or 

violence against women. 

Race does not explain or eliminate 


homophobia. 

Being Black is enough to get you 
killed. But, evidently, you cannot 
assume you are safe just because 
somebody else is Black: Racial identi- 
ty, alone, will not necessarily save you 
from death, or from rape, or from star- 
vation, or from rancorous pathologies 
of rivalrous ambition. 

As African Americans today, we 
must look at the enormous, complicat- 
ed evidence leading to the conclusion 
that a strictly race-based solution to 
our race-based problem of survival in . 
white America has proven to be 
impossible and/or inadequate. 

From Montgomery, Ala., in 1955, 
Martin Luther King espoused the prin- 
ciple of justice and, thereby, under- 
took the expansion of his leadership 
from that of “the Negroes” of Mont- 
gomery to the leadership of every 
American who might be swayed to 
support that principle, on principle. He 
sought to de-racialize the ultimate 
meaning of the African American 
challenge to racist America. He made 
this quest for the sake of tactical intel- 
ligence and because he believed that 
our rights should be synonymous with 
human rights per se. 

From 1964, when Malcolm X 
made his pilgrimage to Mecca, his 
immersion into the realm of Islam 
brought him to what he characterized 
as “a revelation” about the nature of 
good and evil, with respect to racial 
identity. From what he wrote and from 
what he said, after that revelation, it 
would seem that El Haaj Malik El- 
Shabazz, as Malcolm X renamed him- 
self, plunged into the difficult process 
of de-racializing his perspective on 
human beings, as such, and struggling 
to fathom the political implications of 
such a changed worldview. 

And, at the end of the lives of Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. and El Haaj Malik 
El-Shabazz, this country had been — 
thank god! — transformed by their 
presence here. And, nevertheless, jus- 
tice remained something outside and 
beyond our regular African American 
reality. And, in our own moment, har- 
rowing inequities continue to con- 
demn most Black people to penury 
and despair. 

But during the Civil Rights era of 
massive revolt, these two men reached 
hard for freedom. 

And in that heroic attempt, they 
had been moving closer to-each other 
even though they never did coincide. 
They were never the same. But they 
both loved us deeply and, everlast- 
ingly, they both fought to secure the 
exterior and/or interior means to 
African American dignity and self- 
respect. 

Now is the time to move toward 
freedom in our own day. And with the 
complexity of their gifts to us we 
should be able to confront the com- 
plexity of our new circumstance with- 
out fear. We should be able to strive to 
become no less rigorously truthful and 
open-minded and principled and ques- 
tioning than our very complicated, our 
new, and well-beloved lives 
require. @

LACK ART has 
always been about 
spirit manifesting 
itself through song, 
dance, pictures, or 
prose. Black art, at 
its best, captures 
the power of black 
souls — that particular energy 
crackling just beneath the surface of 
a people so long immersed in strug- 
gle. “Songs of My People,” a photo 
project now showing at the-Oakland 
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Museum, brought together more 
than 50 of the top African American 
photographers and photojournalists 
across the country to capture every- 
day black life. It provides a reveal- 
ing window of African realities in 
America. 

The exhibit grew out of a book 
project by New African Visions, a 
nonprofit organization dedicated to 
providing a balanced portrayal of 
African Americans through the visu- 
al arts. Eventually, Time Warner 
became interested in sponsoring 
Songs of My People as a traveling

photo exhibit, and it debuted in 
February 1992 at the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C. 

“Songs of My People’ is a 
response to a crisis — a crisis of 
identity, of image, of definition,” 
says Eric Easter, a media consultant, 
writer and, with photojournalists 
Dudley Brooks and D. Michael 
Cheers, one of the founders of New 
African Visions. Cheers adds: “We 
all approached the project the same 
way, and that is trying to get on the 
inside of our people. Probing, being 
honest, and telling as close as possi-

ble an objective story.” 

The project continues a tradition 
of images shot, edited, and present- 
ed that dates back to John B. Russ- 
wurm and Samuel Cornish, who 
founded Freedoms Journal in 1827. 
“We wish to plead our own cause. 
Too long have others spoken for 
us,” they declared at the time. 

Cheers expresses similar senti- 
ments today: “The media sees 
African Americans in what I call 
five deadly ways: less intelligent, 
less hard-working, more violent, 
less universal, and less patriotic.” 
Brooks, Easter, and Cheers chal- 
lenge that perception and have. 
brought together an honest vision of 
black life in America. “We just 
bring to life a different look —a 
sensitivity, an awareness, a feel — 
that others who have tried to docu- 
ment us have not been successful in 
doing,” says Cheers. 

The photographers uncovered 
images that are rarely seen in the 
mainstream media. “Too often the 
images that you see of blacks are 
either the stars or the athletes or the 
bad side, the crime, but you don’t 
see images like the couple on the 
bench kissing or the family washing 
their car in Atlanta.... We wanted to 
see what would happen if we told 
our story through our own eyes,” 
says Bryan Monroe, director of pho- 
tography for the San Jose Mercury 
News and one of the editors of the 
project. 

“Never before has this number of 
African American photographers, 
editors, and researchers been pulled 
together for a project of this size. 
We started out with 65,000 pictures, 
and the editing process went over 
several months. It was very tough to 
go from 65,000 to 30,000 to 10,000, 
but it was really tough to go 500 to 
200; that was the bloodiest,” Mon- 
toe says. By the end of the summer 
of 1990 the editors had selected 214 
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images for the book and 152 for the 
traveling exhibition. The result is a 
vision of hope and diversity. 

“Songs of My People” also 
remains honest to the sad realities 
and the bitter pain of an unending 
struggle. A homeless family in D.C., 
the pain of a crack-addicted mother 
in 17 hours of labor, the resigned 
faces of inmates at a federal prison: 
All speak without sensationalism, 
but with simple truths. 

“The idea is not to cover up. 
We’re showing everything. But it’s 
been documented through our sensi- 
tivities,” says Cheers. “There’s so 
much emphasis put on the anger in 
the African American community 
because of the race problems that 
still exist in our society, but I’d 
rather focus on the hope side of it. 
The flip side of crisis is opportunity. 
I try not to allow myself to get 
caught up in this thing called 
“despair syndrome,’ where every 
day there’s something ‘wrong’ with 
us, there’s something ‘right’ with 
us.” 

The black experience in America 
is a boundless journey fueled by 
faith, creativity, and community. It 
defies any one definition. Filmmak- 
er, writer, and photographer Gordon 
Parks speaks of this journey in the 
introduction to Songs of My People: 
“Looking at its pages is like peering 
through shattered glass, often it is 
akin to squinting through the dark- 
ness of a new dawn. Confused eyes, 
so long retired from the past, will be 
unprepared for things that to them 
appear unnatural: black astronauts, 
symphony conductors, nuns, cow- 
boys, and black college students 
singing hope and promise with their 
eyes.” @

T WAS our wedding reception. 
People came up to me over and 
over and uttered the same thing 
in a slightly amazed way: 
“This is a really nice mix of peo- - 
ple”; “You have such a good mix of 
people here — different races, dif- 
ferent ages”; or, “You and Carl 
know a lot of people of different 
nationalities, don’t you?” 

One wavy-haired (white) woman, 
a high school friend of Carl’s, about 
25, held me for a moment with her 
earnest comments. 
“This is really a good 
thing,” she said with- 
out irony, gazing out 
over the large, crowded 
room: “All these dif- a | 
ferent kinds of people | | | ' i 
here enjoying them- i 
selves, just having a j 
good time.” 

“Tt’s cool for you, is 
it?” is what I said. 

“T just think it’s real- 
ly, really good,” she 
replied. 

We had cleared 
most of the furniture 
out of our studio space. We'd lined 
the walls with long tables and cov- 
ered those with pale green paper 
tablecloths. We set out food — red 
beans and white rice, fried fish, 
bread stuffing, fried chicken, 
salmon salad, a bunch of cheeses 
and hard salami, roast turkey, pasta 
salad, and a whole bunch of other 
stuff. There was a big, round (one- 
tier) wedding cake with gold roses 
on top. 

Over the course of the afternoon 
and evening, close to 250 people 
came through our place: family and 
friends, people my husband and | 
know through work, from school, 
from life. It was a ball, really — 
music and toasts, eating and drink- 
ing — we even had a champagne 
fountain. I had floating candles in 
the bathtub. 

Early in the afternoon, it was a 
family thing — Carl’s arrived en 
masse, laden with platter after plat- 
ter of food. Mine — many of whom 
had come up from Los Angeles or 
down from Sacramento — arrived 
with big smiles and beribboned 
boxes. People were exchanging 
names and happy feelings. People 
sat and munched, hugged and 
shook hands. Turn the music up, 
some said. Turn the music down, 
said others. That was the extent of 
the disagreement at our celebration. 

Later on our friends came. And 
they talked about what a good mix 
of people were there. 

I’ve been thinking about this 
“good mix.” Ours was mostly 
African American, with some 
Anglo, Asian, Jewish, and Native 





American. Our lives are entwined 
by marriage, by long friendships, 
by professional relationships. We 
moved among one another with the 
relaxed energy that wine, song, and 
good company will breed. With the 
ease of people who are comfortable 
enough with themselves to be com- 
fortable around others not like 
them. It was not phony, not forced. 
It was fun. 

In these times when identity is so 
incredibly politicized, when who 
you are, what color you are, what 
sex you are, what part of the globe 

you identify with — 
when all this defines 
you practically before 
you can pick up a glass 
of punch, it was amaz- 
ing to me that we could 
all be in the room and 
have a swinging time, all 
the culturally nationalist 
hip hoppers and high-yel- 
low Creoles and fat- 
braid-wearing round-the- 
way girls and recent col- 
lege grads and white 
social workers and real 
estate agents and bisexu- 
als and a Chinese : 
woman/black man couple with 
three kids and an Asian woman/ 
white man couple and my mom 
who looks white but is black and 
Carl’s cousin Shelton who tries to 
look hard but is nothing but a 
sweetheart and our neighbor Max 
from Louisiana who looks like a 
redneck (we tease him) but who is 
as sweet and unprejudiced as the 
day is long. Mike from X-Tal was 
sick and couldn’t come, but his wife 
Andrea and their infant son were in 
full effect. Blue-collar workers like 
Carl’s cousin Chuck, students like 
my cousins Kahlief and Amorette 
from L.A. Retirees like my grand- 
mother and Carl’s Aunt Cleo and 
Uncle Bob. Like my 91-year-old 
great-aunt Vivian. 

They were a great crowd, cool 
people, Carl’s and my people. Peo- 
ple who have their prejudices, but 
who have minds open enough to 
allow for argument. People who are 
open to and even eager to having 
their minds changed. It wasn’t that 
so many colors of the ethnic rain- 
bow were represented; that’s where 
multiculturalism gets a bad rap — 
when tokenism and counting colors 
become the focus and not the 
exchanging of ideas and seeing 
people as whole rather than masks 
of skin and language. 

It was a good mix because we 
could be ourselves-around Others. 
I'd like to put that on your Black 
History Month calendar. 

It was a good mix because we 
had a good time, a fine time, a-rol- 
licking time.@

HE JAPANESE film world 
is notorious for its 
almost feudal emphasis 
on hierarchy, and 20 
years ago it would have 
been unthinkable for 
anyone to sit in the director’s chair 
without working his or her way up 
through the system. This year’s 
Nippon Film Now series — opening 
Feb. 8 at the AMC Kabuki 8 the- 
aters and running through Feb. 11 
— offers evidence that times have 
changed. Of the eight films selected 
for the series, two are by former car- 
toonists, and one is by a popular TV 
star. 

The wheel began to turn in 1981, 
when Yoshimitsu Morita, fresh out 
of college, made a spectacular 
directorial debut with No yo na 
Mono [Something like...]. Two 
years later, his film Kazoku Gemu 
[Family Game] ran away witha 
variety of awards and was a smash 
hit among the younger generation. 
The traditional film-production sys- 
tem began to collapse, and more of 
these up-tempo works with a fresh 
sensibility influenced by Japanese 
comics began appearing. 

In the late ’80s, novelists like 
Ryu Murakami and Makoto Shiina, 
musicians like Keisuke Kuwata, and 
entertainers like Beat Takeshi and 
Naoto Takenaka tried their hands at 
directing. Surprisingly, the films 
they created were given exposure 
equal to those of the grand masters. 

A Scene at the Sea —a lovely, 
nearly wordless film about a deaf- 
mute garbage man — kicks off the

series. It’s directed by Beat Takeshi 
(né Takeshi Kitano), a phenomenal- 
ly popular comedian who appears in 
many television commercials and as 
a TV emcee, and who is also a big 
box office attraction as a film actor.

selves in an improved social posi- 
tion. Recent years saw the growth of 
the otaku syndrome — also, it 
seems, not by coincidence —a 
reaction to the dizzying changes 
Japanese society has experienced. 
Mainly a male phenomenon, otaku 
refers to people who are inept at 
human relationships and spend so 
much time devoted to their hobbies 
and private pursuits that they 
become almost autistic. 

It’s now a fairly familiar cine- 
matic theme. Muno no Hito [An 
Incompetent Man], a 1992 film 
directed by and starring Naoto Tak- 
enaka (and not in this year’s series) 
garnered many of the awards in the 
Japanese film world. It’s based on 
the famous underground comic 
artist Tsuge Yoshiharu, who’s char- 
acterized as the prototypical otaku. 
Shichinin no Otaku [The Seven 
Otaku], a parody of Kurosawa’s 
Seven Samurai, released in Japan 
two months ago, pokes fun at the 
hapless men. 

The balance of power between 
men and women is explored in the 
series entry March Comes in like a 
Lion, with its tale of an amnesiac 
boy completely dominated by his 
younger sister. In a sense, it symbol- 
izes modern male/female relation- 
ships in Japan — where young 
women in touch with their feelings 
control otaku males. 

While women in Japan may not 
have advanced socially as much as 
their American counterparts, there’s 
no denying they’ve nonetheless 
made dizzying progress. Ilya, the 
strong and silent heroine in the sci-fi 
action film, Zeiram, who saves 
helpless and admiring males, may 
be a glimpse of a 21st century 
Japanese female ideal. @

ASPEN EXTREME 

Talk about a snow job! Pre-Victori- 
an writer George Crabbe must 
have foreseen this movie when he 
coined the phrase “a flaky tor- 
rent,” as Detroit auto assembly 
line workers/skiers Paul Gross and 
Peter Berg put their jobs on ice and 
head for Aspen. The speed with 
which Gross becomes the Rockies’ 
hottest skier is unbelievable (a key 
word in describing Patrick Has- 
burgh’s snowbound movie) as 
pretty radio DJ Teri Polo and yen- 
for-younger-men millionairess 
Finola Hughes materialize to elimi- 
nate the chill factor. Berg, howev- 
er, discovers the drug scene and 
can't quit cold turkey, and Gross 
soon tires of all the attention and 
decides what he really wants to be 
is a short-story writer — so why 
wasn’t he given the script? Has- 
burgh’s taken about half an hour 
of plot and made a 117-minute 
movie that's so slow you could 
freeze to death watching it, and 
since all too few of the ski scenes 
are sensational the whole thing 
leaves you cold, with little about 
Aspen that’s even remotely 
extreme. (Kabuki, SF; Shattuck, 
Berk.; Century, Oakl.) 


GUNCRAZY 

With love, it’s doing things togeth- 
er that counts. So when 16-year- 
old sexually-abused-since-she- 
was-9 town slut Drew Barrymore 
learns her 24-year-old pen pal, 
firearm-fixated convict James Le 
Gros, is getting out on parole, 
guns become her passion too. She 
even lets her long-gone mother’s 


community center, support system, 
and booze (women couldn’t even 
legally tend bar when Maud’s first 
opened). We are treated to shock- 
ingly cute Technicolor snapshots of 
cross-dressed lesbian drinkers of 
yore. But the stories — and the 
Maud’s softball games/variety 
shows/Happy-Campy Times — 
wear on. 

Like the 6 a.m.’s we face after 
nights such as those described here, 
Last Call at Maud’s sits at the junc- 
ture of happiness and hangover, 
hoping to make up in memories 
(and historical documentation) 
what it fails to provide in grace. @ 


ex-boyfriend, Joe Dallesandro, 
who lives with and hits on her in 
their grimy trailer, show her some 
of the finer points before she kills 
him. Le Gros arrives, and local 
snake-cult, fire-and-brimstone 
preacher Billy Drago insists they 
get married. On their wedding 
night Barrymore shows Le Gros 
Dallesandro’s maggoty corpse, 
which they burn at the city dump 
before offing two of Barrymore's 
earlier tormentors, followed by Le 
Gros’ pistol-whipping parole offi- 
cer Michael Ironside. The horren- 
dous ending’s predictable, but Bar- 
rymore illuminates the film 
throughout, all of it directed with 
an astonishingly sure, even 
humanizing hand by first-time 
filmmaker Tamra Davis, who 
knows her guns like crazy.

KNIGHT MOVES 

It's 1972. Two boys are playing 
tournament chess. One concedes, 
then viciously stabs the other in 
the hand with a pen. Flash forward 
to the present and somewhat sinis- 
ter-looking chess grandmaster 
Christopher Lambert, who makes 
love to a pretty woman, then 
leaves. Moments later she’s mur- 
dered and left with the word 
remember written in blood on the 
headboard, plus a grisly wrist cut, 
but no visible signs of gore. Don't 
get too interested though, 
because the latter isn't a clue but 
merely one of several apparent 
oversights on the part of director 
Carl Schenkel that are never 
explained. This scenario’s repeated 
each time Lambert plays, keeping 
miscast cop Tom Skerritt and his 
appallingly crass partner Daniel 
Baldwin on-screen far too long, 
and as the slow game produces a 
series of fast killings and the bad 
moves proliferate, female criminal 
psychologist Diane Lane’s no help 
at all. By film’s utterly unsatisfying 
end one fact's obvious — only the 
audience really gets checkmated.

BOY IN THE AIR 

The Intersection for the Arts produc- 
tion of Boy in the Airis a less-than- 
successful stage presentation of Don 
Bajema’‘s coming-of-age novel of the 
same title. The language is often fluid 
and artful, but the Boy never takes 
off. 

Using a split-level stage set to pace 
and pose, Bajema recites passages 
from the book. He walks the suspend- 
ed catwalk, seeming restless and 
caged. Sometimes his body lends a 
hand for dramatic effect, but mostly 
Bajema executes a stolid, staged read- 
ing. At times, another actor, Kirk 
Ward, delivers the monologue. But 
this does little to shake up the action. 

Bajema begins each section by sit- 
uating it in time, sociologically and 
politically. “It’s 1957,” he tells us. 
“Gunsmoke was on TV." The episodic 
passages tell the story of Eddie Bur- 
nett, one of a community of poor 
white trash living in a trailer park with 
their frustrated fathers, war heroes 
who drink too much and beat their 
wives. 

The story conveys the mystery and 
magic of childhood. In one passage, 
Bajema tells of a day at the lake that 
evolved into an evening at the drive- 
in. The kids running throughout the 
playground, after dusk, still in their 
swimsuits, felt invincible. Later, his 
best girl Joyce is killed in a car wreck; 
her father had been drinking way too 
much. 

Eddie grows into a football hero, 
and he loses his virginity to some kid's 
mother, but a personality never devel- 
ops. For all his thoughtful descriptions 
and graceful turns-of-phrase, Boy in 
the Air leaves one unmoved.

THE RAFT OF THE MEDUSA 

Joe Pintauro may have left the 
Catholic ministry, but the priest- 
turned-playwright still believes in the 
sacrament of confession. In his terse, 
evocative The Raft of the Medusa, 11 
people in an AIDS support group — 
under the direction of a guilt-ridden 
therapist — thrash out their fears and 
anger, not so much with but at each 
other. 

A more disagreeable lot one can- 
not imagine: the straights hate the 
gays, the gays loathe the homo- 
phobes and sometimes one another, 
and two of the IV-drug users are 
downright venomous. 

The age-old power of confession, 
enhanced by the actuarial consistency 


of AIDS, eventually cuts through the 
fury. When a common threat presents 
itself, the group coheres, miraculously 
but plausibly. In Raft’s beautiful, 
melancholy denouement, the mem- 
bers move beyond blaming and- 
shouting to a place of healing —a 
pointed contrast to the society around 
them. 

The play's title comes from a 19th 
century painting (by Géricault) depict- 
ing the shipwreck survivors left to 
fend for themselves when the crew 
abandons them to save their own 
hides. It’s an apt and haunting 
metaphor. 

Pintauro manages to conduct a 
social critique and a gritty homage to 
unsung heroism without lecturing or 
condescension, no mean feat given 
the topic. This production, directed by 
Actors Theatre co-founder Chris 
Philips with F. Allen Sawyer, is well 
paced and features strong ensemble 
acting.

FEVER 
Crouched over a toilet in his hotel, a 
sick tourist in an impoverished and 
repressive country vomits out the con- 
tradictions of privilege. Seeing the 
human misery that’s concentrated in 
even the smallest pleasures, like a 
cherished morning cup of coffee, this 
decent, life-loving guy must come to 
terms with the limitations of decency. 

Wallace Shawn's monologue on 
exploitation and earthly delights is a 
daunting task for an actor. Confined 
to a chair for 80 unrelenting minutes, 
he is forced back on the bare 
resources of voice and gesture. Berke- 
ley Theater Project's Aaron Davidman 
meets the challenge in a controlled, 
understated performance with sur- 
prising cumulative power. 

While his dispassionate delivery is 


_ perfect for Shawn's descriptions of 


torture and death (which need no his- 
toric emphasis), at other times it can 
flatten the character's sharp interior 
conflicts. But for sensuous memories 
Davidman’s body relaxes subtly, his 
voice fills with warmth, and his pre- 
cise gestures become more expansive. 
His recounting of the series of delights 
involved in opening a gift is worth the 
price of admission alone. With Fever, 
their earlier Waiting for Godot, and 
an uncompromising production of 
André Gregory's adaptation of Alice 
in Wonderland, BTP is announcing 
itself with a varied and ambitious first 
season. This is a young company to 
watch.

Voice. 

What, you may ask, is this 
colossus that has won the hearts 
of a dozen alternative all-stars, 
got accolades from the music 
press, and still helps Kurt achieve, 
um, paradise? It’s a trio of Japanese 
women playing recycled Ramones 
tiffs while dressed in matching out- 
fits they made because they thought 
Motown costumes looked neat. Their 
songs deal with such weighty mat- 
ters as eating chocolate and collect- 
ing insects. Their new album is their 
first sung completely in English. 

But before you dismiss Shonen 
Knife as today’s latest ironic revisit- 
ing of the banal, listen: What they 
offer is nothing less than genuine pop 
transcendence. Shonen Knife takes 
you back to that first adrenaline rush 
of connection to pop culture, the pos- 
sibility of fun through consumption. 
Their music is filled with the infec- 
tious joy of people who’ve just dis- 
covered American pop and can’t live 
without it. As they sing in “Redd 
Kross,” an homage to the long-haired 
L.A. band that organized Every Band 
Has a Shonen Knife Who Loves 
Them: “I can’t explain more... / 
Gimme gimme hard music / Gimme 
gimme sweet music / Gimme gimme 
sexy music / | need your music.” 

The post-boomers who make up 
Shonen Knife’s American cult can’t 
help ironizing feelings like this. 

We’ ve all endured so much TV satu- 
ration-bombing that the notion of 
being excited by mass culture seems 
rather quaint. But it shouldn’t be that 
hard for most twentysomethings to

put themselves in Shonen’s shoes, 
because their favorites are already 
our nostalgia. Probably the best com- 
parison would be Jonathan Rich- 
man’s punkier moments. Shonen 
Knife shares his minimalist catchi- 
ness and goofy innocence, along 
with his passion for pop icons. In his 
case they’re Walter Johnson, bigfoot, 
and Picasso; in theirs, Froot Loops, 
bison, and Louis Vuitton luggage. 
Grand theorization: Japanese artists 
create some of the world’s best 
archetypes. (Is there a better embodi- 
ment of nuclear fear than Godzilla, 
or a more elemental hero-tale than a 
good Kurosawa movie?) Shonen 
Knife continues this tradition, distill- 
ing and translating American myths 
like hard-boiled fiction or guitar- 
band rockism into a distinctly 
Japanese idiom with surprisingly 
wide appeal. 

And, in a way, it’s surprisingly 
liberating. By grrrl standards a song

like “Twist Barbie” 
— where lead singer 
Naoko Yamano 
claims that she’d like 
to be Barbie because 
Barbie can dance and 
is welcomed by boys — 
demands more than a bit 
of consciousness-raising. 
But what does it mean 
when played by Japanese 
college graduates with 
respectable day jobs — 
(bassist Michie Nakatani is 
a word processor, drummer 
Atsuko Yamano a designer)? 
What do words like punk sig- 
nify in Japan, which lacks a 
full history of youth culture? In 
part they mean that what’s 
niche marketing to us is for 
these three women real freedom 
of expression. And rightly so: in 
a country known for its adoration 
of crappy American metal bands 
like Dokken, they’ve probably had 
to work to find Nick Lowe albums. 
The band’s major-label debut, 
Let’s Knife (Virgin), may infuriate 
ideologues itching to cry sellout, but 
the punched-up production and color 
provide the context they want and 
deserve. More importantly, this new- 
found skill should take the edge off 
the borderline racist, sexist conde- 
scension of the American Shonen 
Knife cult. 

At their August ’91 I-Beam show, 
it was hard to tell whether the crowd 
was laughing at or with them. When 
Naoko Yamano, whose English is 
not fluent, attempted to introduce 
Michie Nakatani, the audience 
seemed puzzled before offering up a 
half-hearted cheer, suggesting more 
interest in concept than appreciation. 
This band deserves better. Though 
they may cast themselves as a 
kitschy bubble gum act, there’s much 
more to them. Given half a chance, 
Shonen Knife will make you remem- 
ber why you liked pop music in the 
first place. @

ONCENTRATING ON the sonic blast of scrapes and 

scratches that introduces the first cut on this demo, 

I missed the words “old school” in the second 

verse and was taken aback when the lyrics came 
at me like early Moe Dee. 

But as I settled into the pulsing electronic rhythm and 
heard the line “like the butter tothe bagel/the cream to the 
cheese,” my ears had to smile. Turning any-old-words into 
playful boasts and party toasts, slipping in an industrial- 
tinged break, and ending with a little human beat-boxing, 
the song became a sampler of old-school flavor. 

While the three following songs of Freedom 
T.R.O.O.P. 187’s demo lack the charm of the opener, 
they turn out to be more effective musically and more 
in line with what the group is about: cultural awareness 
and political engagement. Spicing up samples from Led 
Zeppelin to Gang Starr with some ill turntable FX, DJ 











Wicked Robski lays the funk behind lessons on Ortho- 
dox Islam (“Prayin 2 the East”), spiritual self-discov- 
ery (“Powersurge”), and brutal indifference to black life 
(“2 Kill a Blackman”). 

If rocking such serious topics is a challenge, the Bish- 
op of Hip Hop and M.C. Hi-Low employ honest enthusi- 
asm to make it look easy. In the group’s final song they 
act as complements to one another, Hi-Low dropping deep- 
voiced metaphors that get filled out by the Bishop’s treble- 
toned calls to “counterattack” racism by any means nec- 
essary. Mixing the energy of the demo’s first track with the 
conviction of the middle two, the song puts a sobering 
spin on its sampled groove — and anything else that hap- 
pens to cross its path. Namely me.

Dear Elvis: 

I've been listening to your new 
album every day since it arrived 
a week or so ago. What gives? | 
mean, you've experimented 
with concept albums in the 
past, but this is a doub/e-con- 
cept album — wedding the idea 
of songs-as-correspondence to 
the post-Kronos notion of string 
quartet—as—pop vehicle. You've 
dabbled with Promethean 
arrangements before too, but 
these 20 richly recorded, all- 
string instrumental tracks with 
the Brodsky Quartet make The 
Hollywood Strings Play the Bea- 
tles sound puny. And | thought 
Mighty Like a Rose was thorny! 

I'm sorry, | shouldn't have 
brought up your previous 
album, because | can’t remem- 
ber a single tune from it, and 
I'm already humming the hooks 
to “| Almost Had A Weakness,” 
"Jacksons, Monk and Rowe,” 
and “This Offer is Unrepeat- 
able” from The Juliet Letters. 
Not that you've given us a lot of 
upbeat, catchy melodies here. 
Most of the sprawling, shim- 
mering 63-minute disc boasts 
dark sonorities, moody changes 
of tempo, meticulous manipula- 
tions of timbre, and other quali- 
ties more closely associated 
with the art song than with the 
pop ditty. But you have given us 
some of your best singing ever 
(roll over Frank Sinatra and tell 
Van Morrison the news) and 
ample doses of the old venom 
that unrepentant new wavers 
really relish. - 

As for the Brodsky Quartet, 
\'m no expert, but | sure do like 
their sound. Together you've 
thrown down the gauntlet: pop 
musicians had better deal with 
strings seriously from now on — 
no more Paul Buckmaster 
sweetening. 

But still | have to wonder 
despite your detailed liner 
notes, where this brilliant pro- 
ject really came from. Was your 
mother traumatized by a loud 
Barték recording while you 
were in the womb? Did you lis- 
ten to “She's Leaving Home” 
on Sgt. Pepper over and over 
again when you were 12? Has 
your pal Paul finally gotten to 
you? No matter. It may take me 
three months to penetrate all 
the lyrics, and | may not be able 
to tell my Arditti from a hole in 
the ground, but! applaud your 
ambition and | love this weird 
wonderful record. | love Juliet, 
too, especially played by Olivia 
Hussey in that Zeffirelli flick. 
Cheers!

Now that there are enough 
cheesy ‘70s bands to merit sort- 
ing and choosing, we might try 
to figure out what makes some 
of them work and others of 
them Jellyfish. The best way to 
go (Black Crowes, Bon Jovi) is 
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VARIOUS ARTISTS @ (IMPROVISING 
ARTISTS INCORPORATED) 


What if | told you you could now obtain Jaco Pastorius’ first, icy-blue stu- 
dio session, complete with an electrified Paul Bley and a young Pat Methe- 
ny? Or how about Dave Holland trading limpid leaps in space with an aston- 
ishingly gifted pianist named ... Sam Rivers?! Or what about a reflective Sun 
Ra, alone at the piano and suddenly feeling like a motherless child? Well, 
thanks to the folks at New York-based Sphere Marketing Inc., all thisis now 
possible. The domestic arm of Italy's Black Saint/Soul Note Records is now 
reissuing the 20-record catalog of Improvising Artists Incorporated (IA\), 
Bley's remarkable DIY label. 

IAI was formed in 1974, and Bley, a fiercely original pianist with a 23- 
year career behind him, was ideally suited to run it. Obviously he was no 
stranger to the music. But more importantly, long before it seemed an imper- 
ative in jazz, Bley had mastered the art of the deal. (Wasn't he the legendary 
16-year-old who shepherded Charlie Parker from New York to a gig in Mon- 
treal?) So in addition to the new dates he was producing with players such 
as Lester Bowie (Duet), Lee Konitz (Pyramid), and Ran Blake (Breakthru), 
Bley was finally able to shed light on some unreleased work of his own 
(look for the ‘64 Turning Point, with Paul Motian and Sun Ra loyalist John 
Gilmore). 

Until the switch from vinyl to CD halted production just seven years 
ago, IAI flourished in the creative synergy between Bley, his artist wife Car- 
ol Goss, and their friends throughout the arts community. But throughout 
the label's history, Bley and Goss made it look simple. He produced the com- 
fy studio situations, while she created the mixed-media suitable for fram- 
ing them. 

That probably explains the easy, graceful spontaneity of these record- 
ings. For the Jaco session, legend has it that Metheny dropped by on sum- 
mer break to visit the hired guitarist. The other guy — Russ Trout — remained, 
but never played a note. And for the accompanying tour, Goss enlisted the 
video wizardry of Nam June Paik, creating the first-ever synchronized audio/ 
video hookup. (How’s that for a jazz first?) Although for now we'll have to 
settle for the synth-interfaced cover art, | hear the videos will be out any 
minute. Amid the predominating trippy quasars, it’s especially ironic that 
the image on Sun Ra’s Solo Piano looks more like the back of an angel. 
And if it was, I'll bet Bley would have had him sit in.

OU PROBABLY know himas the blond, fast-talking, cig-puff- 
Vir loudmouth on MTV — shot in black and white, pacing 

through urban wastelands, ranting a la Eric Bogosian about 
things he’s fed up with.

Nike ads feature this Lenny Bruce for thirtysomethings doing 
his asshole routine. Details magazine trumpets his arrival with 
the cover type “We’ve got two words for you, America: Denis 
Leary.” He’s poised, the mag tells us, “to become America’s 
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first post-punk comic superstar.” 

But, as occasionally happens with MTV, the substance of 
this post-punk comicsuperstar may be trailing the image, despite 
the slick packaging and perfectly timed ascent: By way of acom- 
edy consumer guide, I’ve included the following excerpts from 
the monologues on Leary’s new record No Cure for Cancer 
(A&M), gleaned, I assume, from hours of his one-man show. And 
though my out-of-context quoting and dry transcribing rob Leary 
of timing and whatnot, I think they explain why the two words _ 
I have for Denis Leary are Pauley fucking Shore. Here’s the 
intro: 

“Thank you [as he walks onstage]. Thank you, thank you, 
thank you, and fuck you. There’s a guy — I don’t know if you’ve 
heard about this guy, he’s been in the news a lot lately ... There’s 
a guy who wants to make the warnings on the [cigarette] packs 
bigger. He wants the whole front of the pack to be the warning. 
Like the problem is we just haven’t noticed yet ... Fuckin’ dolt. 
It doesn’t matter how big the warnings are ... You could have 


cigarettes that come in a black pack with a skull and crossbones 
on the front ... and smokers would be lined up around the block.” 

(Fans of Death cigarettes may freely wince bere, others will 
please remain attentive.) 

“Tma little hyped up tonight ... [smoked a nice fat bag of crack 
tonight right before the show ... I’m only kidding, folks. | would 
never do crack, I would never do a drug named after a part of my 
own ass... 

(When: you’re through guffawing, please note this joke’s mid- 
*80s expiraton date. Onward.) 

“I don’t do illegal drugs anymore. Now I just do the legal 
drugs. Tonight, I’m on Nyquil and Sudafed ... Forget about 
cocaine and heroin, all you need is Nyquil and Sudafed... ‘Are 
you drunk?’ ‘No, I havea cold ... I’m high as a kite and my teeth 
are green. Merry fuckin’ Christmas.’ ” 

Andso on. ’Ludes, whippets, cocaine — all the standard topoi 
ofa thousand sheepish conversations between relative strangers 
who once dawdled on the wild side — come up, usually fol-

VOICES 
OF TUVA 


What sounds more remote than 
southern Siberia and Outer Mon- 
golia? Well, try the incredible vocal- 
izing of the Tuvan people who 
inhabit that very region, from the 
Altai Mountains to the Sayan Basin. 
Their style, known as khé6mei, or 
“throat singing,” involves the abil- 
ity to produce and control harmonics 
in the throat, hence (like the bet- 
ter-known chanting Tibetan Monks) 
to sing more than two or three notes 
simultaneously. As recorded on such 
albums as Tuva; Voices from the 
Center of Asia (Smithsonian Folk- 
ways), Tuva: Land of the Eagles, and 
Tuva: Echoes from the Spirit World, 
the sounds are eerie, outlandish, 
and likely to cause severe and bliss- 
ful disorientation in the listener. Kai- ‘ 
gal-ool Khovalyg, Anatoly Kuular, and Kongar-ool Ondar have made the trek from the 
Republic of Tuva to present an extremely rare Bay Area performance of khéémei in 
several variations, as well as songs on their indigenous jaw harps.

"Paradise Lost” blurs into A Memory of Things Past as seven photo-essayists (Bobbe 
Besold, Peter De Lory, John Dyes, Sara Leith, Carol Selter, Susan Wides, and Andrew 
Harvey) attempt to bridge the chasm separating what nature was, what it’s become, 
and what lingers as foggy specters by etching a string of mesmerizing images on our 
collective psyche. These range from the introspective (Wides’ teary “Rose” series and 
Leith’s eerie Cibachrome portraits) to Besold’s visceral “Extinction” collages, larger- 
than-life paeans to toads, bats, and dragonflies. “The Dichotomy of Desire,” Harvey's 
classically constructed but acidly barbed landscapes, show that the almighty buck has 
stopped in Tucson, Reno, and L.A., as tract homes and oil rigs overtake the foreground 
while distant mountains seem like mere mirages. De Lory’s Ansel Adams-esque trip- 
tychs chronicle how the West was obliterated to the twisted accompaniment of Psy- 


cho's screaming violins.

It's a rare treat to see a Sergei 
Eisenstein film on the big screen. 
It’s almost pure fantasy to imag- 
ine a fully restored, newly struck 
35mm print of one of the Russ- 
ian cinema pioneer’s masterpieces 
accompanied live by a full orches- 
tra and chorus.

Being a commis- 
sion of Stalin’s, the story is told with the vigor of dated patriotism; nonetheless, Alexan- 
der Nevsky remains a classic, an artistic achievement for the way Eisenstein built his images 
hand-in-hand with Prokofiev's music (Eisenstein dissects this structure in his book Film 
Sense). Tickets are scarce, but some will remain available each night at the door. A 
pricey event, but it’s a big bang for your buck.
